To  the  Honorable  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  in  and  for  the  City  and  County 
of  New  York  : 

The  property-owners,  business  men  and  storekeepers  on  both  sides  of  Fulton  street,  east  of 
Broadway,  presented  to  the  Grand  Jury  a  petition  requesting  that  investigation  be  made  and  action 
be  taken  relative  to  the  condition  of  that  thoroughfEu-e  by  reason  of  the  extraordinary  number  of 
hand-cart  peddlers  and  licensed  vendors,  who  it  seems  periodically  and  permanently  locate  there, 
to  the  common  nuisance  of  the  public  passing  and  repassing  and  to  the  serious  damage  of  the 
storekeepers  and  business  men  there. 

It  was  shown  before  this  Grand  Jury  that  there  is  no  other  part  of  New  York  City  to  which 
these  itinerants  flock  in  such  large  numbers,  blocking  both  the  roadway  and  the  sidewalk  of  this 
important  artery  of  travel,  and  where  so  much  of  the  value  of  the  property  and  the  success  of  the 
merchants  there  renting  stores  and  transacting  business  depends  upon  its  retail  trade. 

The  Grand  Jury  fully  recognizes  the  right,  under  proper  municipal  restriction,  of  all  people 
to  earn  an  honest  livelihood  by  the  best  means  at  their  comnuind  ;  and  we  further  recognize  tha^ 
the  business  of  peddling  and  hand-cart  trading  presents  an  opportunity  for  earning  a  living  to  a 
number  of  people  with  little  or  no  capital  and  who  have  no  regular  trade,  and  who  otherwise 
could  probably  find  no  means  of  livelihood.  But,  we  respectfully  urge  that  in  such  a  locality  as 
Fulton  street. undue  or  unfair  facilities  should  not  be  extended  to  these  irresponsible  traders,  to  the 
obvious  injury  and  damage  of  the  regular  and  legitimate  Fulton  street  business  men  and  retail 
dealers  ;  but  such  is  the  condition  which  exists  to-day. 

The  Grand  Jury,  realizing  as  they  do  the  importance  of  this  matter  to  the  business  interests 
centred  around  Fulton  street,  was  more  particularly  moved  to  take  up  the  consideration  of  this 
matter  on  account  of  the  importance  of  the  subject  to  the  traveling  public. 

Our  information  is  that  during  many  hours  daily  on  Fulton  street  the  roadway  is  so  blocked 
with  push-caits  and  vendors'  wagons  as  to  invariably  delay  and  frequently  altogether  obstruct  the 
movement  of  vehicles  through  it,  and  that  they  cause  the  collection  of  crowds  so  frequently  and  in 
such  number  as  to  impede  pedestrians,  making  necessary  physical  eflort  to  workone*s  way  through 
the  street. 

And  our  attention  has  also  been  called  to  another  growing  evil  incident  to  this  nuisance,  to 
wit,  that  they  cause  numerous  street  brawls  and  afiord  opportunity  to  thieve^t  and  pickpockets  to 
ply  their  nefarious  calling. 

Fulton  street  is  the  dividing  line  between  two  police  precincts,  viz.,  the  First  and  the  Fourth, 
and  hence  there  is  necessarily  a  measure  of  divided  responsibility  upon  the  Police  Captains  in 
those  precincts  to  keep  the  thoroughfare  clear.  Captain  Kilillea,  of  the  First  Precinct,  and  Captain 
Vredenburg,  of  the  fourth  Precinct,  appeared  before  this  Grand  Jury  at  its  request  and  were  examined 
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It  kogth  witb  regard  to  the  matter,  and  we  are  satbfied  from  the  testimony  given  by  them  that  while 
each  within  his  limited  sphere  has  exhausted  all  efforts  to  abate  what  they  recognize  as  a  great  evil 
lad  noisajicey  yet  ander  the  existing  local  ordinances  and  the  attitude  of  the  City  Magistrates,  the 
police  are  not  able  to  cope  with  it. 

The  coodilions  herein  described  formerly  prevailed  along  the  entire  length  of  Nassau  street, 
nd,  after  like  agitation  by  the  property-owners  of  that  street,  an  ordinance  was  passed  absolutely 
adoding  all  manner  of  vending  and  peddling  thereon. 

The  Gnnd  Jnry,  after  a  careful  examination  of  the  subject,  are  firmly  persuaded  that  the  best 
iiteiests  of  the  business  community  and  the  traveling  public  would  be  promoted  by  a  like  ordinance 
adopted  witb  respect  to  Fulton  street,  between  Broadway  and  Pearl  street,  and  we  therefore  pre- 
sent  this  sabject  to  the  court  with  the  request  that  it  will  be  pleased  to  transmit  this  presentment  to 
tte  proper  local  authorities  with  the  view  to  the  adoption  of  such  an  ordinance.

pgtKJttdings  for  the  improvement  of. Regent  place,  between  Flatbush  and  Ocean  avenues,  which 

^wae  eoauscnoed  prior  to  consolidation.    The  first  proceeding  was  for  the  grading  and  paving^ 

caxbiag  aad  gaUerins  three  feet  on  each  sid^  with  belgian  blocks,  which  was  confirmed  by  the 

\  Cooncil  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn  on  September  14,  1896  (see  Minutes  Common  Council, 

:  3, 1896,  page  361).     Subsequently  the  property-owner^  requested  that  an  asphalt  pavement 

l>e  kid  on  the  block,  and  proceedings  wiire  instituted  in  accordance  with  that  request  and  carried 

to  the  point  of  confirmation  of  the  assessment  (see  Minutes  Common  Council,  City  of  Brooklyn^ 

TolsBie  4»  1897,  pages  1098  and  1099).    This  proceeding  provided  simply  for  the  paving  of  the 

block  widi  asphalt,  it  heing  the  opinion  of  those  interested  that  the  contracts  to  grade,  pave,  curb 

and  gutter  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks  and  to  pave  with  asphalt  could  be  made 

aiandtaaeoiaiy  and  the  improvements  carried  out  at  the  same  time.

^mMJt,  of  May  23,  1899,  stated  that  either  one  of  the  proceedings  referred  to  above  could  be  discon- 
tinued and  the  other  prosecuted  to  completion.     I  think,  however,  it  would  be  better  to  dis- 
!  both  proceedings^  for  tfie  reason  that  in  the  proceeding  to  pave  with  asphalt  no  pro- 
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vision  is  made  for  grading  the  street,  so  that  one  could  not  be  {M'osecuted  alone.  As  the  property- 
owners  desire  an  asphalt  pavement,  it  is  not  advisable  to  prosecate  the  proceeding  for  grading 
and  paving,  curbing  and  guttering  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks. 

I  accordingly  present  for  your  consideration  proposed  resolutions  rescinding  both  proceed- 
ings. In  case  favorable  action  is  taken  on  the  resolution  which  I  present,  I  desire  to  recommend 
to  your  Board  that  any  new  proceedings  commenced  for  the  improvement  of  Regent  place , 
between  Flatbush  and  Ocean  avenues,  be  hastened  as  much  as  possible.

The  President  laid  before  the  Board  the  following  petition  of  the  Board  for  the  Atlantic 
Avenue  Improvement  : 

No.  3769. 
7<?  the  Municipal  Assembly  : 

The  Board  for  the  Atlantic  Avenue  Improvement  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Honor- 
able Body  to  certain  conditions  existing  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  and  which  are  of  the 
gravest  importance  to  the  people  of  that  borough.  We  refer  to  the  question  of  the  removal  of  the 
eiisting  steam  railroad  from  the  surface  of  Atlantic  avenue,  a  matter  which  has  been  before  the 
people  of  Brooklyn  for  many  years,  and  which  finally  resulted  in  the  passage  of  the  act,  chapter 
499,  Laws  1897,  entitled  :  *•  An  Act  to  regulate  and  improve  Atlantic  avenue  between  Flatbush 
ifenue  and  Atkins  avenue  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  and  providing  for  the  removal  of  the  steam 
rzilroad  of  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  from  the  surface,  and  for  changing  the  grade  of 
said  railroad  and  providing  for  all  changes  in  avenues,  streets  and  railroads  that  may  be  rendered 
necessary  by  reason  of  such  changes  and  providing  means  for  the  payment  thereof.'* 

Section  4  of  that  act  provides  that  there  shall  be  a  board  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  direct  and 
^perintend  the  construction  of  said  improvement,  which  board  shall  be  called  "  The  Board  for 
ihc  Atlantic  Avenue  Improvement."  This  board  was  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Brooklyn  in 
Juae,  1S97.  It  duly  organized  and  has  been  in  existence  since  that  time.  A  vacancy  occurring 
U-  the  resignation  of  one  of  its  members  in  1898,  was  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Mayor  of  The 
City  of  New  York. 

For  more  than  ten  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  1897  there  had  been  a  constant  but 
unavailing  effort  on  the  part  of  a  large  body  of  the  people  of  Brooklyn,  not  only  those  residing 
and  owning  property  on  Atlantic  avenue,  but  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  wards  lying  to  the  south 
ot  Atlantic  avenue,  to  obtain  the  removal  of  the  double  track  steam  railroad  of  the  Long  Island 
Kailroad  Company,  which  runs  on  the  surface  in  the  centre  of  Atlantic  avenue,  fenced  in,  with 
openings  only  at  high'way  crossings.  Added  to  the  destruction  of  property  values  along  this  most 
important  avenue  and  in  itt  immediate  vicinity,  the  continued  existence  of  this  railroad  at  grade 
coQstitated  a  barrier  between  two  of  the  best  portions  of  the  city,  and,  in  addition,  was  a  constant 
17 
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menace  to  the  life  and  limb  of  the  men,  women  and  children  who,  of  necessity,  were  obliged  to 
cross  it. 

The  property  rights  asserted  by  the  railroad  company,  the  needed  facilities  afforded  by  it 
to  the  public,  sufficed  lor  many  years  to  prevent  any  solution  of  the  problem  until,  in  1896,  the 
Legislature  authorized  the  Mayor  of  Brooklyn  to  appoint  a  commission,  composed  of  citizens  of 
that  city,  to  inquire  into  the  subject  in  all  its  aspects  and  to  report  some  feasible  plan  for  the  relief 
of  the  community.  This  commission  was  appointed  and,  afcer  sessions  consuming  the  greater 
portion  of  (he  year,  at  which  testimony  was  taken  and  at  which  all  the  citizens  interested  were 
heard  and  the  rights  of  the  railroad  companies  investigated,  the  bill,  chapter  499,  Laws  of  1897, 
was  prepared  and  reported  to  the  Mayor  as  a  practicable  method  for  accomplishing  the  great 
result  aimed  at. 

This  act,  under  which  the  existing  Board  for  the  Atlantic  Avenue  Improvement  was  created, 
was  prepared  by  the  Commission,  supervised  by  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  accepted  by  the 
City  of  Brooklyn.  It  became  law  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  on  the  iSlh  day  of  May, 
1897.  No  more  important  act  in  its  relation  to  the  life  and  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
haf  ever  been  put  upon  the  statute  books  of  the  State. 

After  its  introductioon  and  until  its  final  passage  and  approval  by  the  Governor,  this  measure 
was  indorsed,  not  only  by  the  city  government  then  in  office,  but  by  both  political  parties,  and  by 
the  entire  newspaper  press  of  the  city,  without  exception. 

Section  13  of  the  Act  of  1897  provides  that  the  Board  shall  determine  when  the  work  of  the 
improvement  shall  commence,  but  the  powers  of  the  Board  are  restricted  by  the  following  language 
contained  in  the  section  :  ^*But  they  shall  not  so  determine  until  they  are  satisfied  that  an  under- 
ground double-track  railroad  will  be  built  from  the  westerly  terminus  of  the  said  railroads  to 
some  convenient  point  at  or  near  Maiden  lane,  in  The  City  of  New  York  as  now  constituted, 
and  that  a  company  competent  and  able  to  build  such  an  underground  railroad  has  secured  all 
the  necessary  consents  and  franchises  therefor,  ha3  entered  upon  the  performance  of  said  \ifork 
and  has  obligated  itself  to  unite  with  the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  in  operating  trains  to 
and  over  the  railroads  aforesaid,  and  until  the  said  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  has  secured 
all  the  necessary  rights,  consents  and  franchises  to  construct  the  improvement  herein  provided  for 
and  has  agreed  to  pay  the  proportionate  cost  thereof  as  hereinabove  provided.  After,  such  deter- 
mination is  made  the  work  shall  be  prosecuted  to  completion  with  reasonable  expedition,** 

This  provision  for  a  tunnel  connecting  the  improvement  with  Manhattan  Island  was,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  original  commission,  a  most  important  step  in  advance  for  Brooklyn.  Underground 
rapid  transit  is,  to  say  the  least,  as  necessary  to  the  people  of  Brooklyn  as  to  our  sister  borough. 
The  beneBts  to  be  derived  by  Brooklyn  from  this  connection  are  incalculable.  They  have  been 
discussed  and  pictured  throughout  the  entire  city.  The  great  relief  to  come  from  the  removal  of 
the  surface  steam  tracks,  supplemented  by  rapid  transit  to  the  heart  of  the  business  district  of 
Manhattan  Island,  comes  home  to  all  our  citizens,  not  only  the  well-to-do,  but  to  those  of  mod- 
erate means,  including  the  mechanic  and  laborer  seeking  relief  in  the  outlying  wards  of  Brooklyn 
from  the  congested  conditions  in  other  parts  of  the  city. 

And,  more,  important  than  all,  this  great  underground  rapid  transit  system  was  to  be  built  by 
private  capital  without  the  expenditure  of  a  dollar  of  the  people^s  money. 
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This  Board  has  proceeded  with  all  possible  expedition  in  the  work  confided  to  it  by  the  Legis« 
Utuie.  Snrvejs  were  promptly  made,  plans  adopted,  and  the  railroad  companies  were  pressed  to 
tbe  performance  of  their  portion  of  the  work.  Almost  immediately  difficulties  were  encountered, 
oving  to  the  limitations  placed  by  the  new  charter  upon  franchises  to  be  granted  by  your  Honorable 
Body,  which  the  Legislature  had  surrounded  with  restrictions,  especially  as  to  the  length  of  the 
term,  which  rendered  it  impracticable  to  expend  the  vast  sum  required  from  private 
mvestors  if  this  tunnel  was  to  be  built.  The  Board,  with  the  co-operation  o^  the 
present  dty  authorities,  prepared  and  procured  the  passage  ot  an  amendment  to  the 
citf  Charter  obviating  this  difficulty  in  a  measure  by  increasing  the  powers  of  your  Honorable 
Body  with  reference  to  the  term  of  the  franchise  granted  to  tunnel  railroad  companies. 
A<  in  the  case  of  the  original  improvement  bill,  this  amendatory  measure  met  with  the  cordial 
apport  of  the  public  at  large  and  the  press  of  both  Manhattan  and  Brooklyn.  The  amendatory 
Ejcasare  was  promptly  approved  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  became  law  May  11,  1899. 

The  New  York  and  Long  Island  Terminal  Railway  Company  was  thereupon  organized.  The 
iocoiponitors  are  some  of  the  best  known  citizens  of  this  city,  of  undoubted  financial  ability,  and, 
iQthe  lajguage  of  the  Act  of  1897,  this  Board  is  satisfied  that  this  company  is  competent  and  able 
10  build  this  underground  rapid  transit  railroad. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  this  corporation  perfected  its  organization  and 
biCil  the  necessary  maps  showing  its  route.  On  June  27,  1899,  it  applied  to  your  Honorable 
Bodf  for  the  necessary  permission  to  construct  its  railroad  under  the  streets  shown  upon  its  route. 
Sodce  of  the  application  was  widely  advertised,  public  meetings  were  held  endorsing  it,  and  on 
Jnlj  21,  1899,  it  was  presented  to  a  joint  committee  of  your  Honorable  Body  without  opposition 
cr  question  from  any  source. 

This  Board  created  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  great  improvement  on  Atlantic 
avenue  attended  before  your  Honorable  Body  and  asked  your  favorable  consideration  for  the 
ipplication.  Confident  that  there  could  be  no  voice  raised  in  oppo>ition  to  a  measure  so 
bene6cial  to  the  city  and  its  inhabitants,  the  Board  hoped  for  a  speedy  and  favorable  report  from 
jour  Committee  upon  the  measure,  and  that  the  necessary  permission  would  be  granted  by  your 
Honorable  Body  without  delay.  More  than  three  months  has  now  elapsed  without  action  taken 
b)  your  Committees  upon  the  application. 

In  the  meantime  the  Board  is  powerless  to  proceed  with  the  work  of  removing  steam  from  the 
arface  of  Atlantic  avenue.  This  great  boon  to  the  people  of  Brooklyn  for  which  we  have  labored 
moffidally  for  so  many  years  and  as  a  Board  created  under  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  for  two  years  past,  is  denied  only  because  of  the  failure  of  our  representative, 
'-ae  Municipal  Assembly,  to  act  upon  this  application.  The  people  who  for  more 
than  fifteen  years  past  have  pleaded  for  this  great  improvement  are  denied  the  relief  to 
the  relief  of  the  men,  women  and  children  interested  in  the  removal  of  this  steam  railroad  from 
the  surface.  May  we  not  ask  from  our  local  Municipal  Assembly  at  least  the  same  consideration 
extended  to  us  by  the  State  Legislature  ?  The  conditions  on  Atlantic  avenue  which  we  seek  to 
reioedy  should  be  more  familiar  to  the  representatives  of  the  people  in  your  Honorable  Body  than 
to  the  Legislature  in  Albany.  We  ask  your  speedy  action  on  the  application  of  the  New  York 
and  Long  Island  Terminal  Railway  Company  now  pending  before  you  for  more  than  four  months. 
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'  Whether  you  grant  or  refuse  the  permission  applied  for,  without  a  dissenting  voice,  we  ask  that 
you  take  some  action  upon  it.  This  Board  is  criticised  In  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn  because  of 
delay  for  which  it  is  not  responsible.  If  the  improvement  directed  by  the  Legislature  is  to  go 
on,  it  should  proceed  without  further  delay  ;  if  it  is  not  to  go  on  because  of  the  refusal  of  your 
Honorable  Body  to  grant  the  necessary  permission,  then  the  people  should  know  why  the 
improvement  is  denied  to  them.  No  measure  of  such  importance  to  the  community,  individually 
and  collectively,  should  be  halted  without  explanation  or  reason.  We  fear  that  the  public 
which  the  Legislature  has  said  they  are  entitled,  and  this  Board  is  subjected  to  criticisms  for 
inaction,  simply  because  your  consent  is  withheld.  It  is  intimated  that  the  railroad  companies 
are  not  in  sympathy  with  the  Board  in  its  desire  to  expedite  this  work.  While  we  have  confi- 
dence in  the  good  faiih  of  the  railroad  companies  in  the  premises,  we  come  before  you  and  ask 
you  to  put  this  Board  in  a  position  where,  under  the  statute,  it  may  compel  action  and  reuiOTe  all 
doubt,  if  doubt  there  be,  as  to  the  cause  of  the  delay.  The  responsibility  for  the  delay  must  not 
rest  upon  this  Board.  We  are  personally  and  oiHcially  in  full  sympathy  with  the  improvement  of 
Atlantic  avenue  on  the  lines  directed  by  the  Legislature  and  approved  by  the  Government  of 
the  old  City  of  Brooklyn  and  by  the  present  Executive  of  this  City. 

While  we  are  interested  only  in  the  restoration  of  Atlantic  avenue  to  the  people,  the  construc- 
tion of  this  connecting  rapid  transit  railroad  has  been  made  by  the  Legislature  a  condition  precedent 
to  our  right  to  act.  The  grant  of  the  permission  asked  of  your  Honorable  Body  is  necessary  to 
character  of  the  enterprise  so  long  delayed  and  its  bearing  on  the  great  work  in  Atlantic  avenue 
has  been  lost  sight  of,  and,  as  sworn  public  officers,  we  feel  it  our  duty  to  call  this  matter  to  your 
attention.  It  should  not  be  possible  that  the  labors  of  the  people  for  so  long  a  period  of  years,  as 
well  as  the  Act  of  the  State  Legislature,  can  be  nullified  in  this  manner. 

We  therefore  earnestly  ask  that  your  Honorable  Body  may,  without  further  delay,  act  on  the 
pending  application  of  the  New  York  and  Long  Island  Termmal  Railway  Company  presented  tu 
you  on  June  27,  1899,  to  the  end  that  this  Board  may  proceed  in  the  performance  of  its  duties  a*. 
directed  by  the  statute.

The  Comptroller  of  The  City  of  New  York  shall,  from  time  to  time,  when  thereunto 
authorized  by  resolutions  of  this  Body  and  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  prepare 
and  issue  Corporate  Stock  of  The  City  of  New  York  to  the  extent  limited  by  such  resolutions, 
bearing  interest  at  not  more  than  three  and  one-half  per  centum  per  annum,  and  redeemable  from 
time  to  time,  but  not  less  than  twenty  years  after  the  date  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying 
the  expense  of  constructing  the  said  bridge  and  approaches  thereto,  with  the  necessary  abutments 
and  appurtenances,  and  for  the  payment  of  salaries  and  wages  of  officers,  engineers,  surveyors 
and  other  subordinates  and  the  expense  of  any  and  all  condemnation  proceedings  and  any  land 
condemned   in  said   proceedings  and  the  costs  of  any  lands  which  may  be  purchased  for  said 
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abutments  and  approaches.  Such  corporate  stock  shall  Dot  be  sold  for  less  than  par  value  thereof, 
and  the  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of  the  said  corporate  stock  shall  be  deposited  in  the  City 
Treasury,  and  shall  be  drawn  and  paid  by  the  Comptroller  of  said  City  of  New  York  for  the 
several  objects  and  purposes  provided  in  this  ordinance,  upon^oucheis  in  a  form  to  be  prescribed 
by  the  said  Comptroller. 

Sec.  4.  The  said  bridge,  when  completed,  shall  be  and  become  a  public  highway  for  the 
purpose  of  rendering  travel  between  the  boroughs  of  Manhattan  and  Queens  safe  and  certain  at 
all  times.

Sir — Under  date  of  the  25th  instant  you  transmitted  to  (his  office  a  communication  with  two 
inclosures,  viz.  : 

Document  No.  597  — Changing  the  lines  of  Prospect  avenue,  Borough  of  Brooklyn. 
Document  No.  598 — Changing  grade  of  Bay  street,  Borough  of  Richmond. 

Both  documents  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  and  then  transmitted  to 
the  Municipal  Assembly  for  official  action. 

By  some  misunderstanding  of  the  City  Charter,  the  members  of  the  Council  l)elieve  that  a 
certificate  of  the  Local  Board  is  necessary  to  legalize  a  change  of  the  existmg  official  map. 

By  reference  to  section  436  of  the  Charter,  *•  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  is  authorized 
and  empowered,  whenever  and  as  often  as  it  may  deem  for  the  public  interest  so  to  do,  to  initiate  a 
change  in  the  map  or  plan  of  The  City  of  New  York,  so  as  to  lay  out  new  streets,  parks,  bridges, 
etc.,     ♦    ♦    *    to  widen,  alter  and  close  streets,  change  grades  of  existing  streets,"  etc. 

The  section  further  provides  :  *'That  after  hearing  takes  place  before  the  Board  of  Public 
Improvements  •  *  *  it  shall  transmit  its  resolution  to  the  Municipal  Assembly.  *  *  ♦  If  both 
houses  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  concur  by  passing  an  ordinance,  and  the  same  receives  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  stich  change  in  the  map  or  plan,  or  in  the  grade  of  any  street  *  ♦  * 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made." 

There  are  other  sections  in  the  Charter  which  can  be  quoted,  showing  that  authority  to

Board  oj  Public  Improvements  : 

Gentlemen— In  September  of  last  year  the  attention  of  your  Board  was  called  to  two  separate 
proceedings  for  the  improvement  of  Regent  place,  between  Flatbush  and  Ocean  avenues,  which 
were  commenced  prior  to  consolidation.  The  first  proceeding  was  for  the  grading  and  pavings 
curbing  and  guttering  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks,  which ^  was  confirmed  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  Cily  of  Brooklyn  on  September  14,  1896  (see  Minutes  Common  Council, 
volume  3,  1896,  page  361).  Subsequently  the  property-owners  requested  that  an  asphalt  pavement 
be  laid  on  the  block,  and  proceedings  were  instituted  in  accordance  with  that  request  and  carried 
to  the  point  of  confirmation  of  the  assessment  (see  Minutes  Common  Council,  City  of  Brooklyn, 
volume  4,  1897,  pages  1098  and  1099).  This  proceeding  provided  simply  for  the  paving  of  the 
block  with  asphalt,  it  being  the  opinion  of  those  interested  that  the  contracts  to  grade,  pave,  curb 
and  gutter  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks  and  to  pave  with  asphalt  could  be  made 
simultaneously  and  the  improvements  carried  out  at  the  same  time.  This  the  Department  of 
Highways  reported  as  impracticable  (see  Minutes  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  September  7, 
1898,  page  713)  for  the  reason  that  a  three-foot  belgian-block  gutter  would  not  be  suitable  for  a 
street  paved  with  asphalt. 

The  Corporation  Counsel,  in  an  opinion  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  under 
date  of  May  23,  1899,  stated  that  either  one  of  the  proceedings  referred  to  above  could  be  discon- 
tinued and  the  other  prosecuted  to  completion.  I  think,  however,  it  would  be  better  to  dis- 
continue both  proceedings,  for  the  reason  that  in  the  proceeding  to  pave  with  asphalt  no  pro- 
vision is  made  for  grading  the  street,  so  that  one  could  not  be  prosecuted  nlone.  As  the  property- 
owners  desire  an  asphalt  pavement,  it  is  not  advisable  to  prosecute  the  proceeding  for  grading 
and  paving,  curbing  and  guttering  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks. 

I  accordingly  present  for  your  consideration  proposed  resolutions  rescinding  both  proceed- 
ings.   In  case  favorable  action  is  taken  on  the  resolution  which  I  present,  I  desire  to  recommend 
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to  your  Board  that  any  new  proceedings  commenced  for  the  improvement  of  Regent  place, 
between  Flatbush  and  Ocean  avenues,  be  hastened  as  much  as  possible.

Whereas,  Under  Divine  Providence,  there  has  been  removed  from  among  this  community  one 
of  our  most  eminent  citizens,  Frederick  A.  Schroeder,  ex-Mayor  of  Brooklyn. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  fitting  that  the  Municipal  Assembly  should  acc6rd  a  proper  recognition 
to  his  signal  services  for  the  common-weal,  his  noble  example,  his  public  spirit,  his  far-seeing 
sagacity  and  great  executive  ability. 

He  had  not  fully  attained  the  psalmists  span  of  life,  but  had '  used  the  years  of  his  manhood 
so  completely  that  he  has  left  monuments  of  achievement  behind  him  which  are  imperishable. 
Bom  in  Prussia  in  1833,  he  was  but  a  youth  when  the  revolutionary  troubles  in  Europe  of  1848 
were  the  cause  of  the  immigration  of  his  family.  He  encountered  narrow  fortunes  at  first,  but 
with  indomitable  will,  rose  superior  to  circumstances  and  soon  laid  the  foundation  of  a  fortune, 
and  established  a  reputation  which  led  to  repeated  and  continuous  honors  from  his  fellow- 
dtizens.  His  first  conspicuous  elevation  was  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Germania  Savings  Bank, 
which  in  turn  led  to  his  choice  by  the  people  to  the  office  of  Comptroller,  where  he  inaugurated 
reforms  in  bookkeeping  which  greatly  simplified  the  transaction  of  the  public  business.  In  1875 
he  was  elected  Mayor  of  Brooklyn,  and  during  his  administration  was  erected  the  Municipal 
Building,  so  much  under  the  appropriation  that  it  is  known  to  this  day  as  **  The  most  honest  jol> 
ever  put  up  in  Brooklyn."  The  beginning  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  and  the  foundation  oi 
the  great  system  of  elevated  railroads  were  notable  featurej  of  his  administration.  In 
1878  be  was  elected  State  Senator  and  there  worked  to  secure  the  proudest  memorial 
of  his  career,  the  Brooklyn  City  Charter,  which  in  its  radical  changes  in  the 
apportionment  of  power  and  responsibility  was  revolutionary,  but  which  has  been  declared 
by  publicists  of  all  parties,  abroad  as  well  as  at  home,  to  be  the  most  perfect  instrument  of  the 
kind  ever  devised  for  Municipal  Government.  It  is  the  bed  rock  on  which  were  established  the 
Consolidation  Act  of  New  York  and  the  present  Greater  New  York  Charter. 

Resolved,  That  the  Municipal  Assembly  lament  the  loss  ot  Frederick  A.  Schroeder,  andl 
extend  their  cordial  sympathies  to  the  surviving  members  of  his  family,  who  may  find  consolation 
in  the  fact  that  their  distinguished  relative  earned  the  tribute  of  admiration  and  respect  from  all 
who  were  ever  brought  into  contact  with  him,  and,  in  all  his  political  career,  was  so  conspicu- 
ously unassailable  that  he  escaped  the  obloquy  which  often  most  unjustly  has  embittered^the  lives 
of  many  of  our  statesmen. 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee  of  seven  each  be  appointed  by  the  Presidents  of  the  Council 
and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  to  attend  the  obsequies  ot  the  late  Frederick  A.  Schroeder, [and  that 
the  flags  on  all  the  City  buildings  be  lowered  to  half-staff  until  after  the  interment.

"  Whereas,  The  Recreation  Piers  established  in  this  city  have  been  productive  of  much  good 
and  have  proven  beneficial  breathing  spots  for  the  poor  residing  in  the  neighborhood  where  they 
are  severally  located  ;  and 

"  Whereas,  There  is  a  popular  demand  for  the  public  use  of  these  piers  during  the  winter 
season,  as  well  as  during  the  summer  months — a  demand  which  would  doubtless  be  met  and 
gratified  were  funds  available  ;  therefore 

*•  Resolved,  That  the  Committees  on  Health  and  on  Docks  and  Piers — forming  a  joint  com- 
mittee— be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  confer  with  the  proper  authorities  and  departments, 
with  a  view  of  bringing  about  the  results  desired,  though  it  be  necessary  to  curtail  the  benefits 
thereof  to  some  extent. 

*•  Resolved,  That  said  joint  committee  take  proper  steps  to  influence  the  necessary  demand 
for  adequate  appropriation  in  the  provisional  estimate  for  the  coming  year,  now  ujider  considera 
tion,  in  order  that  the  Recreation  Piers  may  be  devoted  to  winter  use  thereafter,  to  the  fullest 
extent  desired  by  the  public. 

**  Resolved,  further.  That  said  joint  committee  shall  also  advocate  and  urge  sufficient  appro- 
priation for  building  and  establishing  additional  Recreation  Piers  at  such  points  throughout  the 
greater  city  as  will  meet  the  requirements  and  necessities  of  the  neighborhoods  where  the  poor  are 
most  generally  located. 

"Resolved,  That  the  joint  committee  shall  report  to  this  Board  from  time  to  time,  showing 
what  progress  has  been  made,  and  shall  introduce  such  resolutions  or  ordinances  as  will  best  serve 
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ihc  purpose  of  the  foregoing,  and  provide  all  the  legislative  aid  which  the  Municipal  Assembly  can 
render." 

We  are  in  full  sympathy  with  the  spirit  of  the  foregomg,  and  believe  all  that  is  therein  asked 
for  should  be  complied  with  by  the  city  authorities  to  the  fullest  extent. 

We  arc  gratified  to  report  that  additional  Recreation  Piers  have  been  provided  for,  and  that 
the  Department  of  Docks  and  Ferries  is  disposed  to  continue  locating  these  much-needed,  health- 
promoting  structures  along  our  river  front  lo  the  most  liberal  extent. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  state  that  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment 
are  all  thoroughly  impressed  with  the  advisability  of  granting  material  aid,  and  will  do  so  to  a 
most  satisfactory  degree. 

As  to  the  proposition  to  heat  these  piers  during  the  winter  season,  and  thus  utilize  them  at 
all  times,  much  can  be  said  favorable  thereto.  By  attracting  the  poor  to  these  places,  and  thus 
creating  a  love  for  the  influences  which  the  refining  and  elevating  conditions  and  surroundings 
will  occasion,  is  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction.  To  make  these  piers  the  rendezvous  for  men, 
women  and  children  in  the  several  neighborhoods  of  the  poor,  and  to  establish  a  plan  or  system 
of  education  for  their  moral  and  intellectual  advancement,  is  worthy  our  earnest  consideration  and 
our  most  hearty  support. 

Under  proper  care  of  and  supervision  by  the  police,  the  respectable  character  of  the  piers 
will  be  maintained.  The  Board  of  Education  and  other  city  departments  can  and  ought  be 
urged  and  induced  to  utilize  the  available  and  spacious  quarters  thus  at  their  disposal  for  pur- 
poses of  the  most  beneficial  character,  in  many  obvious  ways. 

Special  Order  No.  33,  which  has  been  on  our  calendar  of  unfinished  business  for  many 
months,  provides  for  adequate  heating  of  one  of  the  piers,  the  largest  one  of  all. 

As  the  reasons  for  the  authorization  asked  for  is  not  fully  understood  by  our  Board,  we 
present  herewith  the  following  copy  of  a  coihmunication  addressed  to  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  in  1897,  which  explains  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  the  causes  which  have 
prompted  the  request  for  legislative  assistance  on  our  part  : 

"  October  21,  1897. 
**f/on.  John  Jeroloman,  President,  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

*«SlR — Under  the  present  arrangement  it  is  costing  this  Department  about  $13,500  per 

annum  to  light  the  Recreation  Pier  at  the  foot  of  East  Twenty-fourth  street,  and  as  the   plans  for 

inclosing  the  building  and  using  it  in  winter  as  well  as  in  summer  have  been  approved  by  the 

Board,  it  is  estimated  that  it  will  cost  about  from  $10,000  to  $12,000  a  year  to  heat  the  structure. 

**  In  order  that  the  structure  may  be  maintained  as  economically  as  possible,  the  Department 

believes  it  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  City  that  it  establish  its  own  electrical  plant  on  the 

pier  for  the  lighting  and  heating  of  the  premises.     The  installation  of  the  two  plants  will  cost 

about  $359000,  and  for  this  amount  can  be  obtained  the  most  economical  plant  possible  for  the 

puriKSse.     The  saving  on  the  lighting  alone  will  amount  to  about  $9,000  a  year. 

"The  devices  that  will  be  needed  for  lighting,  and  a  great  many  of  those  for  heating,  as  well 

as  the  boilers  required,  are  patented  articles,  and  it  would  be  illegal  for  this  Department  to  specify-

them  in  an  advertised  contract ;  consequently  we  would  be  restricted  to  the  old  types  of  genera- 
tors, the  patents  on  which  have  long  since  expired  ;  to  plain,  uneconomical  cylindrical  boilers, 
and  we  would  entirely  fail  in  being  able  to  obtain  modern  electrical  lamps  for  lighting  purposes. 
'  **  I  have  been  directed  to  request  your  Honorable  Body  to  authorize  this  Department  to  incur 
the  necessary  expense  for  the  installation  of  the  'heating  and  lighting  plant  otherwise  than  by 

contract.

Whereas,  The  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company  has  duly  presented  to  the  Municipal  Assembly 
of  The  City  of  New  York,  by  presenting  and  filing  with  ea^h  house  thereof,  its  application,  in 
writing,  for  a  grant  of  the  franchise  or  right  to  use  the  street*:,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways 
in  The  City  of  New  York,  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  a  double-track  street  surface  railroad  in  or  upon  the  surface  of  the  same ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  said  Municipal  Assembly,  by  resolution  adopted  November  22,  1898,  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  the  5lh  day  of  December,  1898,  gave  public  notice  of  such  application,  and  that 
at  the  Councilmanic  Chamber,  in  the  City  Hall  of  The  City  of  New  York,  on  the  22d  day  of 
December,  1898,  at  1 1  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  such  application  of  said  Railway  Company  would 
be  first  considered  and  a  public  hearing  had  thereon,  which  notice  was  published  daily  for  at 
least  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  hearing,  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  viz. :  in  the  **  New  York  World  "  and  in  the  **  New  York  Journal  and  Advertiser,"  which 
papers  were  first  designated,  in  writing,  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city  on  the  said  5th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1898 ;  and 

Whereas,  After  public  notice  given  as  aforesaid,  and  at  a  public  hearing  duly  held  in  pur- 
suance of  such  notice,  whereat  all  persons  so  desiring  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and 
were  heard,  such  application  was  first  considered  by  the  Railroad  Committees  of  both  houses  of 
said  Municipal  Assembly  ; 

Section  I.  The  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York  hereby  grants  to  the  Kings- 
bridge Railway  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  provisions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  right 
and  franchise  to  use  the  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  of  the  city,  and  so  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  double  track  street  suriace  railroad  in  and  upon  the  following  streets,  ave- 
nues, parkways  and  highways,*  viz.  : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  southerly  side  of  Manhattan  street  and  the  Boulevard, 
or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  and  running  thence  with  double  tracks  through, 
along  and  upon  said  Boulevard  or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  to  the  Kings- 
bridge  road  at  or  near  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-ninth  street,  including  that  portion  of  the  Boule- 
vard, or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  which  is  situated  between  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-fifth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  street,  which  was  also  known  as  the  Boule- 
vard Lafayette,  and  connecting  with  the  proposed  tracks  on  the  Kingsbridge  road  and  Broadway. 

Also  commencing  at  the  junction  of  the  Kingsbridge  road  and  the  easterly  side  of  Amsterdam 
avenue  at  or  near  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-second  street  and  extending  thence  with  double  tracks 
through,  along  and  upon  the  Kingsbridge  road  to  its  intersection  with  Broadway  at  or  near  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty-ninth  street  and  extending  thence  with  double  tracks  through,  along  and 
upon  sx^id  Broadway  upon  the  bridge  over  the  Harlem  Ship  canal  and  upon  the  proposed  bridge, 
when  constructed,  over  Spuyten  Duyvil  creek  to  the  northernmost  point  of  intersection  of  West 
Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  (formerly  known  as  Riverdale  avenue)  with  Broadway  ;  thence 
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westerly  from  the  junction  of  Broadway  with  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  (formerly  known 
as  Riverdale  avenue),  through,  along  and  upon  West  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  (formerly 
known  as  Riverdale  avenue),  to  Riverdale  avenue  ;  thence  northerly  through,  along  and  upon 
Riverdale  avenue  to  the  northerly  boundary  line  of  The  City  of  New  York  ;  together  with  the 
necessary  connections,  switches,  sidings  and  turnouts  required  for  the  accommodation  and  opera- 
tion of  said  railway. 

Sec.  2.  The  grant  of  said  franchise  or  right  to  use  said  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  high- 
ways is  made  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : 

First — That  the  said  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to  construct  and  operate  its  said  railway 
shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  said  railway  company,  its  lessee  or  successors,  for  the  term  of  twenty- 
five  years  with  a  privilege  of  a  renewal  of  said  grant  for  the  further  period  of  twenty-five  years 
upon  a  fair  revaluation  of  the  right,  such  revaluation  to  be  of  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to 
maintain  and  operate  said  railroad  by  itself,  and  not  to  include  any  value  derived  from  the  owner- 
ship, control  or  operation  of  any  other  railroad,  line  or  tracks  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property 
bounded  on  such  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  shall  be  first  obtained,  or,  in  lieu  there- 
of, the  favorable  determination  of  three  commisbioners,  approved  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  that  such  railroad  should  be  constructed  and  operated. 

Second — Upon  the  termination  of  the  said  franchise  or  right,  whether  original  or  renewed, 
there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  grantee  in  the  streets,  avenues, 
parkways  and  highways  aforesaid  with  its  appurtenances,  and  the  said  plant  and  property  shall 
be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  on  the  termination  of  the  grant  on  paying  the  e:rantee 
such  valuation.  Such  payment  shall  be  at  a  fair  valuation  of  the  said  plant  and  property  as 
property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the  franchise. 

Third — The  mode  of  determining  the  valuations  and  revaluations  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  as  follows  :  One  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment ;  one  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by  the  railway  company  ;  these  two  shall 
choose  a  third  disinterested  freeholder  ;  the  three  so  chosen  shall  act  as  appraisers,  and  shall 
make  the  valuations  and  revaluations  aforesaid.  Such  appraisers  shall  be  chosen  at  least  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  grant,  or  of  the  renewal  thereof,  and  their  report  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  not  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter.  They  shall  act  as  ap- 
praisers, and  not  as  arbitrators ;  they  may  base  their  judgment  upon  their  own  experience  and 
upon  such  information  as  they  may  obtain  by  inquiries  and  investigation  without  the  presence  of 
either  party  ;  they  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  the  books  of  the  railway  company.  The 
valuations  so  ascertained,  fixed  and  determined  shall  be  conclusive  upon  both  parties. 

Fourth — The  said  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company  shall,  for  and  during  the  first  five  years 
after  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any  portion  of  its  railroad,  annually,  on  November  ist, 
pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  City,  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund  thereof,  three  per  cent,  of  its 
gross  receipts  for  and  during  the  year  ending  September  30  next  preceding  ;  and  after  the  expira- 
tion of  such  five  years  make  a  like  annual  payment  into  the  treasury  of  the  City,  to  the  credit  of 
the  same  fund,  of  ifive  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts,  as  required  by  section  95  of  the  railroad  law. 
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The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  having,  among  other  things,  made  inquiry  and 
determined  said  above-mentioned  percentage  to  be  inadequate,  and  on  December  5,  1899,  fixed 
and  adopted  as  the  money  value  of  said  privileges  or  franchises  as  follows  : 

Four  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  first  five  years  of  operation  : 
Six  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  second  five  years  of  operation  ; 
Eight  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  third  five  years  of  operation  ;  and 
Ten  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  remaining  years  of  operation. 

The  said  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company,  in  addition  to  the  percentages  first  herein  set  forth, 
as  required  to  be  paid  by  the  Railroad  Law,  after  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any  portion 
of  its  railroad,  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  City,  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  percent- 
ages of  its  gross  receipts  as  follows  : 

For  and  during  the  first  five  years,  one  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 
For  and  during  the  second  five  years,  one  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 
For  and  during  the  third  five  years,  three  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts,  and  thereafter  five 
per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 

That  but  one  fare  shall  be  exacted  for  passage  over  the  railroad  constructed  under  this  grant 
and  over  the  lines  of  any  railroad  system  operated  in  connection  therewith,  and  that  the  gross 
receipts  from  joint  business  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  that  the  length  of  said  railroad 
operated  hereunder  shall  bear  to  the  entire  length  of  the  railroad  system  which  shall  be  operated 
in  connection  therewith,  and  of  the  railroad  to  be  constructed  thereunder. 

Fifth — The  said  railroad  may  be  operated  by  underground  electrical  power  substantially 
similar  to  the  system  of  underground  electrical  traction  now  in  use  on  the  railroads  on  Second, 
Sixth,  Eighth,  Lenox  and  Madison  avenues  in  this  city,  and  by  any  other  motive  power,  except 
locomotive  steam  power  and  overhead  electrical  power,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  which 
may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  consented  to  by  the  owners  of 
property,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
portion  of  said  railway  which  lies  between  the  south  side  of  the  bridge  over  the  Ship  canal  and 
the  city  line,  u(X)n  Kingsbridge  road  (now  known  as  Broadway),  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth 
street  and  Riverdale  avenue,  may  be  operated  by  the  overhead,  trolley  electric  system  upon 
double  tracks,  or  upon  single  tracks  with  turnouts,  only  until  the  grade  of  said  streets,  now 
undetennined,  shall  have  been  fully  determined  and  the  roadbeds  thereof  shall  have  been  regu- 
lated, graded  and  paved  according  to  such  determination  ;  the  reconstruction  of  said  railroad  to 
be  simultaneous  with  such  grading  and  paving,  which  reconstructed  system  shall  conform  to  the 
system  in  operation  south  of  the  said  Ship  canal. 

Sixth — The  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  subject  to  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  buildings.  Lighting  and 
Supplies  of  The  City  of  New  York,  in  all  matters  with  respect  to  which  said  Commissioners  are 
respectively  vested  with  the  power  of  regulation  and  control  by  the  Charter  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  conditions,  namely  : 

First — The  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  in  the  latest  improved  manner  of 
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street  railway  construction,  and  the  railroad  and  property  of  said  company  shall  be  maintained  in 
good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of  this  grant. 

Second — The  rate  of  fare  for  any  passenger  upon  said  railroad  shall  be  five  cents,  and  said 
company  shall  not  charge  any  passenger  more  than  said  sum  for  one  continuous  ride  from  any 
point  on  its  road,  or  on  any  road,  line  or  branch  operated  by  it  or  under  its  control,  to  any  point 
thereon  or  any  connecting  branch  thereof  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  New  York.  The  cars 
on  said  railroad  shall  be  run  as  often  as  the  public  convenience  may  require. 

Third — The  said  railway  company  shall  apply  to  each  car  a  proper  fender  and  wheel-guard 
conformably  to  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted  or  adopted  by  the  State  or 
City  authorities. 

Fourth — All  cars  of  said  railway  company  shall  be  heated  during  cold  weather  conformably 
to  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  are  now  in  force  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted  or  adopted  by  the 
State  or  City  authorities,  and  each  car  shall  be  well  lighted  either  by  the  Pintsch  gas  system  or 
by  electricity,  or  by  some  system  of  lighting  equally  efficient. 

Fifth — In  case  of  any  violation  or  breach  of  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  this  grant  may  be  forfeited  by  suit  brought  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  on  notice  of 
ten  days  to  the  said  railway  company. 

Sec.  4.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  and  expressed  condition  that  the  provisions  of 
article  IV.  of  the  Railroad  Law  applicable  thereto  be  complied  with. 

ijec.  5.  The  said  company  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  street  between  its  tracks,  and  for  a  dis- 
tance of  two  feet  beyond  the  rails  upon  either  side  thereof,  free  and  clear  from  ice  and  snow. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  railway  company,  so  long  as  it  shall  continue  to  use  any  of  its  tracks  upon 
said  streets,  avenues  or  public  places,  shall  have  and  keep  in  permanent  repair  that  portion  of 
such  streets,  avenues  and  public  places  between  its  tracks,  the  rails  of  its  tracks  and  two  feet  in 
width  outside  of  its  tracks  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever 
required  by  them  to  do  so,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  7.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  condition  that  if  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a 
railway  on  the  Boulevard,  now  known  as  Broadway,  between  Manhattan  street  and  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty-ninth  street,  shall  also  be  acquired  by  any  other  railway  company  under  a  grant  for 
which  application  was  pending  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1898,  such  other  company  shall  have 
an  equal  right  in  and  to  the  railway  tracks  constructed  thereon  and  to  the  structure  appurtenant 
to  the  tracks  upon  paying  one-half  of  the  cost  of  construction  ;  the  said  companies  to  adjust  and 
arrange  their  respective  rights  and  interests  in  said  property  and  the  ownership  thereof  as  they 
may  deem  most  beneficial  to  their  interests  and  convenient  for  the  operation  of  their  respective 
railways,  it  being  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  provision  to  restrict  the  number  of  tracks  on  said 
portion  of  the  Boulevard  now  known  as  Broadway  to  two,  allowing,  however,  to  each  company 
its  separate  slot  and  conduit  construction  with  necessary  switches  and  connections. 

Sec.  8.  This  grant  shall  not  become  operative  unless  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  thereof 
the  said  railway  company  shall  duly  execute  under  its  corporate  seal  an  instrument  in  writing, 
wherein  said  company  shall  promise,  covenant  and  agree  on  its  part  and  behalf  to  pay  the  com- 
pensation, and  to  conform  to,  abide  by  and  perform  all  the  conditions  and  requirements  in  this 
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ordinance  fixed  and  contained,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York. 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Said  Committee  does  also,  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Assembly 
adopted  December  5,  1899,  direct  the  City  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication  of  above  proposed 
specific  grant,  embodied  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance,  and  that  such  publication  commence 
immediately.

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thereof,  its  application,  in  writing,  for  a  grant  of  the  franchise  or  right  to  use  the  streets,  avenues, 
parkways  and  highways  in  The  City  of  New  York,  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  operation  of  a  double-track  street  surface  railroad  in  or  upon  the  surface 
of  the  same  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  said  Municipal  Assembly,  by  resolution  adopted  November  22, 1898,  approved

Fifth — In  case  of  any  violation  or  breach  of  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  this  grant  may  be  forfeited  by  suit  brought  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  on  notice 
of  ten  days  to  the  said  railroad  company. 

Sec.  4.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  and  expressed  condition  that  the  provisions  of 
article  IV.  of  the  Railroad  Law  applicable  thereto  be  complied  with. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  company  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  street  between  its  tracks  and  for  a  dis- 
tance of  two  feet  beyond  the  rails  upon  either  side  thereof  free  and  clear  from  ice  and  snow. 
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Sec.  6.  The  said  railroad  company,  so  long  as  it  shall  continue  to  use  any  of  its  tracks  upon 
said  streets,  avenues  or  public  places,  shall  have  and  keep  in  permanent  repair  that  portion  of 
such  streets,  avenues  and  public  places  between  its  tracks,  the  rails  of  its  tracks  and  two  feet  in 
width  outside  of  its  tracks,  under  the  supervision  of  the»  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever 
rcquhred  by  them  to  do  so,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  7.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  condition  that  if  the  right  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railway  on  the  Boulevard  now  known  as  Broadway,  between  Manhattan  street  and  One  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-ninth  street,  shall  also  be  acquired  by  any  other  railroad  company  under  a  grant 
for  which  application  was  pending  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1898,  such  other  company  shall 
have  an  equal  right  in  and  to  the  railway  tracks  constructed  thereon  and  to  the  structure  appurte- 
nant to  the  tracks,  upon  paying  one-half  of  the  cost  of  construction  ;  the  said  companies  to  adjust 
and  arrange  their  respective  rights  and  interests  in  said  property  and  the  ownership  thereof  as 
they  may  deem  most  beneficial  to  their  intei-ests  and  convenient  for  the  operation  of  their  respec-

Sir — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  communication  bearing  date  December  i,  submitting,  for  my 
consideration  and  advice,  the  two  following  questions : 

"  I.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  present  Board  of 
Aldermen  terminates  with  the  close  of  the  year  1899,  ^"^  ^^^  ^  "^^  Board  of  Aldermen  elected 
at  the  last  general  election  is  required  by  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  to  convene,  in  its  first 
meeting,  at  noon  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  of  the  year  1900,  the  question  is  raised  as  to 
vhether  the  business  pending  before  the  Board  of  Aldermen  of  1899  is  within  the  legislative 
control  of  the  new  Board,  or  whether  all  such  business  does  not  die  with  the  term  of  the  old 
Board  of  Aldermen. 

'*  2.  Does  the  business  originating  in  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  which  has  not  been 
acted  upon  by  the  Council  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  said  Board,  remain  within  the  legis- 
lative  power  of  the  Council,  or  does  the  power  over  such  business  cease  and  determine  with  the  term 
of  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen." 

You  state  that  these  questions  are  submitted  to  you  by  members  of  the  Municipal  Assembly, 
and  that  you  would  be  pleased  to  have  my  opinion  and  advice  upon  the  subject. 

As  to  the  first  question,  I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  answer,  which  is  that  all  the 
business  pending  in  the  old  Board  of  Aldermen  dies  with  the  term  of  that  Board. 

The  answer  to  the  second  question  is  perhaps  not  so  easy  to  give,  but  I  am  very  strongly  of 
the  opinion  that  the  answer  to  the  question  should  be  also  that  the  business  originating  in  the  old 
Board  of  Aldermen,  and  not  acted  upon  by  the  Council  before  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  said 
Board,  ceases  and  determines  with  the  term  of  the  old  Board. 
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Not  only  do  I  believe  that  this  is  the  correct  decision  under  the  law,  but  also,  I  think,  there 
are  many  practical  considerations  which  should  render  such  a  decision  very  advisable. 

A  contrary  ruling  might  throw  very  grave  doubt  upon  the  legality  of  this  action  oi  the 
Council  upon  the  business  in  question.

The  Comptroller  attempts  to  raise  an  issue  between  sections  of  the  greater  city,  in  these 
words  :  '*  It  means  that  the  interests  of  the  teeming  population  of  the  whole  South  Brooklyn 
district  must  be  sacrificed  for  the  benefit  of  a  few  real  estate  speculators  in  Queens  County.'* 
And  further  on  he  says,  **  It  is  the  relative  claims  and  demands  and  rights  of  Long  Island  City 
and  South  Brooklyn." 

The  Comptroller's  statement  has  startled,  if  not  appalled,  the  people  of  the  Borough  of 
Queens. 
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Is  it  possible  that  a  sane  man,  occupying  the  honorable  and  powerful  position  of  Comptroller 
of  The  City  of  New  York,  can  allow  himself  to  make  such  false  and  wicked  statements  concerning 
a  matter  that  seriously  affects  the  welfare  of  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  people  on  the  Long 
Island  side  of  the  East  river  alone,  to  say  nothing  of  the  many  thousands  more  of  mechanics  and 
working  people  that  are  affected,  who  now  reside  on  the  Manhattan  side  ? 

After  a  periodical  discussion  of  the  subject  of  building  a  bridge  across  Blackwell's  Island  for 
thirty  years,  renewed  with  the  beginning  of  the  present  administration,  and  earnestly  and  unre- 
mittingly continued  until  now,  with  the  apparent  approval  of  all  the  municipal  authorities,  if  any 
further  discussion  of  the  question  were  needed,  that  discussion  should  have  been  had  in  a  calm  and 
broad-minded  spirit,  having  in  view  its  necessity  and  feasibility  in  relation  to  the  whole  city,  and 
especially  to  that  portion  of  the  city  lying  in  the  Borough  of  Queens. 

The  Comptroller  says  the  Blackwell's  Island  Bridge  will  cost  $13,000,000.  It  will  not  cost  at 
most  over  two-thirds  of  that  sum.  Neither  span  will  be  but  a  In  tie  over  one-half  the  span  of  the 
present  Brooklyn  Bridge,  and  solid  rock  bottom  for  every  pier  is  easily  reached,  without  the  large 
expense  attending  the  sinking  of  extensive  caissons  as  in  the  case  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge. 

The  saving  on  these  two  items  alone  will  eliminate  millions  from  the  cost  of  construction. 
The  cost  of  the  property  liecessary  to  be  condemned  on  either  side  would  also  be  comparatively 
small.  If  the  tunnel  to  South  Brooklyn,  which  so  far  has  not  been  located,  save  perhaps  in  the 
Comptroller's  mind,  is  to  cost  but  $3,000,000,  then  the  thirteen  millions  will  easily  build  both 
bridge  and  tunnel.  Nut  Long  Island  City  alone  will  be  benefited  by  the  Blackwell*s  Island 
Bridge,  but  the  whole  Borough  of  Queens,  and  even  a  very  large  part  of  Nassau  County,  but  espe- 
cially will  the  vast  territory  of  upper  Long  Island  City,  Newtown  and  Flushing,  embracing  the 
large  towns  and  villages  of  Flushing,  Corona,  Newtown,  Elmhurst,  Winfield,  Woodside,  College 
Point  and  VVhitestone,  be  put  in  direct,  rapid  and  cheap  communication  with  the  heart  of  Man- 
hattan. 

According  to  a  recent  estimate  made  by  the  "Brooklyn  Eagle,"  the  centre  of  population  of 
the  Greater  New  York  lies  at  about  Fifty-third  street  and  Madison  avenue,  Manhafan,  within  a 
few  blocks  of  the  approach  oft  the  Manhattan  side,  of  the  proposed  bridge.  Within  half  a  mile 
of  the  shore  on  the  Long  Island  side  where  it  is  proposed  that  the  BlackwelPs  Island  Bridge  shall 
land,  and  stretching  out  through  Long  Island  City  and  the  towns  of  Newtown  and  Flushing,  lies 
thousands  of  acres  of  high,  dry  and  healthful  lands  occupied  by  thousands  of  modest  homes,  the 
residences  of  mechanics  and  artisan's,  with  room  for  hundreds  of  thousands  more  such  homes, 
all  of  which,  by  the  construction  of  the  bridge,  would  be  placed  within  quick  and  cheap  com- 
munication with  the  centre  of  the  great  city. 

It  is  an  absurdity  to  say,  as  the  Comptroller  intimates,  that  we  must  have  all  the  population 
located  before  the  bridge  is  built.  Does  he  not  recall  that  within  three  years  after  the  completion 
of  the  existing  Brooklyn  Bridge,  more  than  ten  thousand  buildings  were  erected  in  Brooklyn,  as 
the  result  of  the  building  of  that  great  means  of  communication,  and  that  millions  of  taxable 
values  were  added  to  Brooklyn  property. 

The  Long  Island  Railroad  is  not  in  favor  of  the  Blackwell's  Island  Bridge,  and  although 
they  are  believed  to  have  had  control  of  a  charter  for  building  a  bridge  across  BlackwelPs  Island 
for  many  years,  nothing  tangible  has  been  done  towards  its  construction,  and  the  present  president 
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of  that  corporation,  soon  after  coming  into  office,  was  frank  enough  to  say  that  the  building  of  a 
bridge  by  them  was  not  among  the  probabilities. 

That  corporation  now  controls  the  only  ferry  worthy  of  the  name  (the  Thirty-fourth  Street 
Ferry),  giving  a  means  of  communication  between  the  boroughs  of  Queens  and  Manhattan. 
Probably  it  would  not  benefit  them  to  have  a  bridge,  at  least  for  some  time  to  come,  so  they  have 
of  late  been  diverting  the  public  by  talking  of  a  tunnel  from  Brooklyn  to  Manhattan.  On  Octo- 
ber 18  last  a  committee  appeared  before  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  asking  for 
an  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  the  Blackweirs  Island  Bridge.  The  Comptroller  is  a 
member  of  that  Board,  and  was  then  present.  No  word  of  protest  went  out  from  him  at  that 
time.  Had  he  then  opposed  the  measure,  the  people  would  have  had  an  opportunity  to  have 
presented  their  argument  in  its  favor. 

He  has  waited  until  the  last  moment  to  issue  his  manifesto. 

What  new  light  has  dawned  upon  him?  What  has  converted  him  to  the  embryo  scheme  of 
the  Long  Island  Railroad  Company  ?  Is  it  possible  that  the  chief  financial  officer  of  the  great 
City  has  become  so  interested  in  this  corporation,  or  in  the  stretch  of  lands  about  Coney.  Island , 
that  he  has  ceased  to  have  an  interest  as  a  public  official  in  an  enterprise  so  important  to  the 
whole  municipality  as  the  Blackwell's  Island  Bridge  ? 

He  had  a  vision  not  long  ago  of  a  great  park  at  Coney  Island  costing  millions  of  dollars, 
where  many  of  his  friends  are  said  to  be  financially  interested.  Is  his  vision  of  tunnel  structures 
of  like  character  and  induced  by  like  motives  ? 

The  people  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  have  no  desire  to  retard  the  development  of  South 
Brooklyn  nor  any  other  section  of  the  great  city  ;  they  do,  for  themselves,  demand  quick,  con- 
venient and  cheap  communication  with  Manhattan,  and  that  can  only  be  had  by  the  building  of 
the  Blackweirs  Island  Bridge.  It  can  be  built  now  ;  the  time  is  ripe,  the  municipal  authorities 
are  ready,  and  the  project  only  awaits  the  favorable  action  of  the  Board  of  Aldermen  in  granting 
the  necessary  money  to  begin  it.  The  people  of  the  Borough  of  Queens  appeal  to  them  not  to 
delay  the  matter.  It  is  not  the  appeal  of  a  few  land  speculators  in  Long  Island  City,  as  the 
Comptroller  has  flippantly  intimated,  but  of  the  tens  of  thousands  of  mechanics,  working  men 
and  women  and  small  property-owners  of  every  description,  whose  interests  and  employments 
require  daily  intercourse  with  Manhattan. 

They  appeal  to  the  sense  of  justice  and  fairness  and  municipal  pride  and  patriotism  of  the 

Board  of  Aldermen,  and  to  that  spirit  which  will  not  encourage  the  narrow  and  selfish  sectionalism 

championed  by  his  Honor  the  Comptroller.

The  section  further  provides  :  "That  after  hearing  takes  place  before  the  Board  of  Public 
Improvements  •  *  *  it  shall  transmit  its  resolution  to  the  Municipal  Assembly.  »  ♦  •  if  both 
houses  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  concur  by  passing  an  ordinance,  and  the  same  receives  the 
approval  of  the  Mayor,  such  change  in  the  map  or  plan,  or  in  the  grade  of  any  street  •  •  • 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  made." 

There  are  other  sections  in  the  Charter  which  can  be  quoted,  showing  that  authority  to 
change  the  map  of  the  city  is  limited  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  the  Municipal  Assem- 
bly and  the  Mayor.

Gentlemen— In  September  of  last  year  the  attention  of  your  Board  was  called  to  two  separate 
proceedings  for  the  improvement  of  Regent  place,  between  Flatbush  and  Ocean  avenues,  which 
were  commenced  prior  to  consolidation.  The  first  proceeding  was  for  the  grading  and  paving, 
curbing  and  guttering  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks,  which  was  confirmed  by  the 
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Common  Council  of  I  he  Cily  of  Brooklyn  on  September  14,  1896  (see  Minutes  Common  Council, 
volume  3,  1896,  page  361).  Subsequently  the  property-owners  requested  that  an  asphalt  pavement 
be  laid  on  the  block,  and  proceedings  were  instituted  in  accordance  with  that  request  and  carried 
to  the  point  of  confirmation  of  the  assessment  (see  Minutes  Common  Council,  City  of  Brooklyn, 
volume  4,  1897,  pages  1098  and  1099).  This  proceeding  provided  simply  for  the  paving  of  the 
block  with  asphalt,  it  being  the  opinion  of  those  interested  that  the  contracts  to  grade,  pave,  cuib 
and  gutter  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks  and  to  pave  with  asphalt  could  be  made 
simultaneously  and  the  improvements  carried  out  at  the  same  time.  This  the  Departinent  of 
Highways  reported  as  impracticable  (see  Minutes  Board  of  Public  Improvements,  September  7, 
1898,  page  713),  for  the  reason  that  a  three-foot  belgian-block  gutter  would  not  be  suitable  for  a 
street  paved  with  asphalt. 

The  Corporation  Counsel,  in  an  opinion  addressed  to  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  under 
date  of  May  23,  1899,  stated  that  either  one  of  the  proceedings  referred  to  above  could  be  discon- 
tinued and  the  other  prosecuted  to  completion.  I  think,  however,  it  would  be  better  to  dis- 
continue both  proceedings,  for  the  reason  that  in  the  proceeding  to  pave  with  asphalt  no  pro- 
vision is  made  for  grading  the  street,  so  that  one  could  not  be  prosecuted  nlone.  As  the  property- 
owners  desire  an  asphalt  pavement,  it  is  not  advisable  to  prosecute  the  proceedmg  for  grading^ 
and  paving,  curbing  and  guttering  three  feet  on  each  side  with  belgian  blocks. 

I  accordingly  present  for  your  consideration  proposed  resolutions  rescinding  both  proceed- 
ings.   In  case  favorable  action  is  taken  on  the  resolution  which  I  present,  I  desire  to  recommend  . 
to  your  Board  that  any  new  proceedings  commenced  for  the  improvement  of  Regent  place, 
between  Flatbush  and  Ocean  avenues,  be  hastened  as  much  as  possible.

REPORT  : 

That,  having  examined  the  subject,  they  believe  that  the  proposed  ordinance,  with  amendments, 
to  be  necessary. 

They  therefore  recommend  that  the  said  ordinance,  in  form  as  amended,  be  adopted. 

An  Ordinance  regulating  contracts  for  work  and  supplies  for  The  City  of  New  York  and 
receiving  proposals  for  furnishing  the  same. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows  : 

Section  i.  All  supplies  to  be  furnished  or  work  to  be  done  for  the- corporation  of  The  City  of 
New  York,  whether  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  city  treasury  or  out  of  trust  moneys  under  the 
control  of  the  corporation  or  to  be  assessed  and  collected  by  the  corporation,  shall  be  furnished 
or  performed  by  contract,  except  where  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  departments  and  ofHcers  empowered  by  law  to  make  contracts  on  the 
part  of  the  corporation  shall  issue  proposals  for  estimates  therefor  and  advertise  the  same  as- 
provided  by  law.  There  shall  be  kept  by  each  of  said  departments  an  appropriate  box,  to  be 
designated  and  labeled  '*  Estimate  Box,^^  with  a  suitable  opening  in  the  top  thereof  to  receive 
estimates  for  which  proposals  have  been  issued.  Such  box  shall  be  kept  locked,  except  when 
necessary  to  open  the  same  to  examine  and  decide  upon  estimates  therein,  and  the  key  thereof 
shall  be  kept  by  the  head  of  the  department ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  the  department 
to  deposit  in  said  box  immediately  on  the  receipt  thereof  by  him  all  estimates  regularly  presented 
for  work  to  be  done  under  the  direction  of  the  department. 

Sec.  3.  All  proposals  for  estimates  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  depart- 
ment making  the  same,  and  shall  require  that  the  person  making  the  estimate  shall  furnish  the  same 
in  a  sealed  envelope  directed  lo  the  head  of  the  appropriate  department,  at  his  office,  on  or  before 
a  stated  day  and  hour  not  less  than  ten  days  from  the  first  publication  thereof,  and  shall  contain 
the  following  particulars : 

1.  A  statement  of  the  quantity  and  quality  of  supplies  or  the  nature  and  extent,  as  near  as 
possible,  of  the  work  required. 

2.  A  statement  of  the  place,  day  and  hour  when  the  estimates  received  will  be  publicly  opened 
by  the  head  of  the  department  issuing  the  proposals. 

3.  A  statement  of  the  amount  in  which  security  is  required  for  the  performance  of  the  contract. 
Sec.  4.  Each  estimate  shall  contain  : 

1.  The  name  and  place  of  residence  of  the  person  making  the  same. 

2.  The  names  of  all  persons  interested  with  him  therein  ;  and  if  no  other  person  be  so 
interested,  it  shall  distinctly  state  that  fact. 
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3.  A  statement  that  it  is  made  without  any  connection  with  any  other  person  making  an 
estimate  for  the  same  purpose^  and  is  in  all  respects  fair,  and  without  collusion  or  fraud. 

4.  A  statement  that  no  member  of  the  municipal  assembly,  head  of  a  department,  chief  of  a 
bureau,  deputy  thereof,  or  clerk  therein,  or  other  officer  of  The  City  of  New  York,  is  directly  or 
indirectly  interested  therein,  or  in  the  supplies  or  the  work  to  which  it  relates,  or  in  any  ponion 
of  the  profits  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  Each  estimate  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  or  affirmation,  in  writing,  of  the  party 
making  the  estimate,  that  the  several  matters  stated  therein  are  in  all  respects  true. 

Sec.  6.  Each  estimate  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  agreement,  in  writing,  of  two  house- 
holders or  freeholders  in  The  City  of  New  York,  or  of  one  or  more  guaranty  or  surety  conipaniei 
duly  authorized  by  law  to  act  as  surety,  to  the  effect  that  if  the  contract  be  awarded  to  the  person 
making  the  estimate,  they  or  it  will,  upon  its  being  so  awarded,  become  bound  as  sureties  for  ib 
faithful  performance,  and  that  if  he  shall  omit  or  refuse  to  execute  the  same,  they  or  it  will 
pay  to  the  corporation  any  difference  between  the  sum  to  which  he  would  be  entitled  upon  its 
completion  and  that  which  the  corporation  may  be  obliged  to  pay  to  the  person  to  whom  the  con- 
tract shall  be  awarded  at  any  subsequent  letting  ;  the  amount  in  each  case  to  be  calculated  upon 
the  estimated  amount  of  the  work  by  which  the  bids  are  tested. 

Sec.  7.  The  agreement  mentioned  in  the  last  section  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  oath  or 
affirmation,  in  writing,  of  each  of  the  persons  signing  the  same,  that  he  is  a  householder  or  free- 
holder in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  is  worth  double  the  amount  of  the  secunty  required  for  the 
completion  of  the  contracts,  and  stated  in  the  proposals,  over  and  above  all  his  debts  of  every 
nature,  and  over  and  above  his  liabilities,  as  bail,  surety  or  otherwise,  and  that  he  has  offered  him- 
self as  a  surety  in  good  faith,  and  with  an  intention  to  execute  the  bond  required  by  law  ;  and  like 
affidavit  as  to  sufficiency  shall  Ix  required  of  an  officer  of  any  company  so  agreeing. 

Sec.  8.  The  sealed  envelope  containing  the  estimate  shall  be  indorsed  with  the  name  or  names 
of  the  person  or  persons  presenting  the  same,  the  date  of  its  presentation,  and  a  statement  of  the 
work  to  which  il  relates  ;  and  no  estimate  shall  be  taken  from  the  "  Elstimate.  Box  "  or  the  scaled 
envelope  thereof  opened  by  anyone,  except  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  herein  designated 
for  deciding  on  such  estimates.  At  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  that  purpose  in  the  proposnN 
as  prescribed  in  this  ordinance,  the  head  of  the  department,  or  other  officers  empowered  to  make 
the  contract,  in  the  presence  of  the  comptroller  or  his  duly  authorized  representative,  and  such  ot 
the  parties  making  said  proposals  as  may  desire  to  be  present,  shall  then  and  there  open  the  said 
estimate  box  ;  and  the  estimates  to  be  examined  at  that  time,  as  may  appear  from  the  indor>c- 
ments  thereon,  shall  be  taken  from  said  box.  The  said  head  of  department  shall  then  and  there 
publicly  open  and  read  all  estimates  which  may  have  been  received  for  the  contract  mentioned  in 
such  proposals,  and  shall  reject  all  estimates  not  furnished  in  conformity  with  the  law  and  the 
ordinances  relating  thereto  and  the  requirements  thereof.  The  award  of  the  contract  shall  be 
made  according  to  law. 

Sec.  9.  When  proposals  are  issued  for  a  contract  to  supply  any  article  of  which  a  sample  can 
conveniently  be  furnished,  the  head  of  the  department  issuing  the  same  may  require  that  such 
sample  be  delivered  at  his  office  or  at  the  office  of  the  head  of  the  appropriate  bureau  in  the 
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department,  within  such  time  before  the  opening  of  the  estimates  as  he  may  prescribe  ;  and  if  it  be 
not  so  furnished,  or  do  not  conform  to  the  quality  required  by  the  proposals,  the  estimate  delivered 
by  the  person  furnishing  or  omitting  to  furnish  the  same,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  rejected. 

Sec.  10.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  in  all  contracts  for  work  for  the  corporation 
where  provision  is  made  for  the  payment  of  the  contract  price  by  installments,  a  provision  shall  be 
inserted  that  the  contractor  shall  allow  ten  per  cent,  of  the  contract  price  of  the  work  actually 
done  to  remain  as  security  till  the  whole  work  shall  be  completed  according  to  the  contract. 

Sec.  II.  Whenever  proposals  for  furnishing  supplies  or  doing  work  swe  invited  by  advertise- 
ment by  any  department  or  officer,  such  department  or  officer  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
require,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  reception  or  consideration  of  any  proposal,  the  deposit 
with  such  department  or  officer  of  a  certified  check  upon  one  of  the  slate  or  national  banks  of  the 
said  city,  drawn  to  the  order  of  the  comptroller,  or  ol  money  ;  such  check  or  money  to  accompany 
the  proposal  and  to  be  for  an  amount  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five  per  centum  of  the 
amount  of  the  bond  required  by  the  department  or  officer  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  work 
proposed  to  be  done  or  supplies  to  be  furnished.  Within  three  days  after  the  decision  as  to  whom 
the  contract  is  to  be  awarded,  the  comptroller  shall  return  all  the  deposits  made  to  the  persons 
making  the  same,  except  the  deposit  made  by  the  bidder  whose  bid  has  been  accepted  ;  and  if 
the  said  bidder  whose  bid  has  been  accepted  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  within  five  days  after  due 
notice  that  the  contract  has  been  awarded,  to  execute  the  same,  the  amount  of  the  deposit  made 
by  him  shall  be  forfeited  to  and  retained  by  the  said  city  as  liquidated  damages  for  such  neglect 
or  refusal,  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  of  the  said  city,  but  if  the  said  bidder  shall 
execute  the  contract  within  the  time  aforesaid  the  amount  of  his  deposit  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

Sec.  12.  In  all  contracts  for  work  done  by  or  for  the  corporation,  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment having  charge  thereof  shall  cause  to  be  inserted  a  provision  that  the  payment  of  the  last 
installment  due  in  pursuance  thereof  shall  be  retained  until  such  head  of  department  shall  have 
satisfactory  evidence  thai  all  persons  have  been  fully  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid,  who  have  done 
work  or  furnished  materials  under  any  such  contract,  and  who  may  have  given  notice  to  such 
head  of  department,  at  any  time  within  ten  days  after  the  completion  of  said  work,  that  a  balance 
for  such  work  or  materials  is  still  due  and  unpaid.  And  if  any  person  so  having  done  work  or 
furnished  materials,  and  giving  such  notice  as  aforesaid,  shall  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  to 
the  department  tliat  money  is  due  to  such  person  by  the  contractor  under  such  contract,  such  head 
ot  department  shall  retain  such  last  installment  or  such  portion  thereof  as  may  be  necessarj'  until 
such  liability  shall  be  discharged  or  secured.  In  all  such  contracts  the  time  for  the  completion 
and  furnisliing  of  such  work  shall  be  inserted. 

Sec.  13.  In  all  contracts  for  work  for  the  corporation  upon  any  public  building,  or  in  any 
public  street  or  place,  in  the  performance  of  which  accidents  or  injuries  may  happen  to  the  person 
or  properly  uf  another,  a  provision  shall  be  inserted  that  the  contractor  shall  place  proper  guards 
(nv  the  prevention  of  accidents  and  shall  put  up  and  keep  at  night  suitable  and  sufficient  lights 
during  the  performance  of  the  work  ;  and  that  he  will  indemnify  the  corporation  for  damages  or 
costs  tt)  which  it  may  be  put  by  reason  of  injury  to  the  person  or  property  of  another  resulting  from 
nej^lit^ence  or  larelessness  in  the  performance  of  the  work. 
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Sec.  14.  Every  contract  for  supplies  or  work  by  the  corporation  shall  be  executed  by  the  con- 
tracior  to  whom  the  same  may  be  awarded,  and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  bond  in  the  penalties  men- 
tioned in  the  proposals  therefor,  executed  by  the  persons,  company  or  companies  agreeing  to  become 
bound  as  sureties  or  by  such  other  persons,  company  or  companies  as  shall  be  substituted  therefor, with 
the  consent  of  the  Comptroller  and  the  head  of  the  department  making  such  contract.cijndiiioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract  and  every  provision  therem  contained, and  which  bond  shall  be 
accompanied  by  the  oath  or  aflF.rmation  in  writing  of  the  person  signing  the  same  that  he  is  a 
householder  or  freeholder  in  The  City  of  New  York,  and  of  the  person  or  any  officer  of  such 
company  or  companies  that  he  or  it  is  worth  double  the  amount  of  the  security  required  for  the 
completion  of  the  contract  and  stated  in  the  proposals,  as  hereinbefore  described.  And  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  to  require  such  sureties  to  be  further  examined  before  himself 
or  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  deputed  by  him,  in  respect  to  the  items  and  details  of 
their  property  before  approving  the  adequacy  and  sufficiency  of  such  sureties.  And  the  several 
departments  of  the  City  Government  and  officers  aforesaid,  by  which  every  and  each  contract  for 
work  to  be  done  for  the  Corporation,  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  shall  have 
power  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  require  and  enforce  the  faithful^  execution  of  each  and  ever* 
contract  so  made  by  them  ;  and  in  case  the  contractor  or  contractors  shall  fail  in  any  respect  10 
perform  the  work  contracted  to  be  rendered  or  performed  within  the  time  limited  for  the  perform 
ance  of  the  same,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  departments  or  officers  aforesaid  having  charge 
of  such  work  to  do  and  complete  the  same  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  performance  of  the 
same  in  the  contract,  and  the  cose  of  the  same  shall  be  a  charge  against  such  delinquent  contractor 
or  contractors  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  head  of  any  departm'bnt  or  officers  aforesaid  by  whom 
any  such  contract  shall  be  made  may,  on  good  and  sufficient  cause,  extend  for  a  reasonable  time 
the  period  fixed  for  the  completion  thereof. 

Sec.  15.  Whenever  any  contract  shall  be  made  hereafter  by  any  of  the  departments  or  officers 
aforesaid  of  the  corporation,  the  amount  whereof  is  to  be  afterward  collected  by  assessment  from 
the  property  benefited  by  the  work  to  be  done  under  said  contract,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head 
of  department  or  officers  aforesaid  making  such  contracts  to  cause  to '^be  inserted  therein  a  clause 
that  as  the  work  progresses,  payments  will  be  made  to  the  contractors  by  monthly  installments  of 
seventy  per  cent,  on  the  work  performed  provided  the  amount  of  work  done  on  ea-h  instalment 
shall  amount  to  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  the  head  of  department  making  such 
contracts  shall  forthwith  file  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Comptroller. 

Sec.  16.  The  amount  due  contractors  on  all  contracts  and  on  work  now  in  progress  under  con- 
tracts, on  account  of  regulating  and  paving  streets,  building  sewers,  and  all  other  street  improx-e- 
ment  work  ordered  to  be  done  by  contract,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  law  or  ordinances  of  the 
Municipal  Assembly,  the  expense  whereof  is  to  be  assessed  upon  property  locally  benefited  thereby, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Comptroller  from  the  Street  Improvement  Fund,  but  no  money  shall  be  paid 
on  account  of  said  assessments  or  contracts  until  a  copy  of  the  original  contracts  has  been  filed 
with  the  Comptroller  of  the  city  by  the  head  of  the  department  having  such  work  in  charge,  witb 
a  certificate  in  writing  from  the  head  of  such  department,  stating  the  amount  of  %vork  that  has 
been  completed  and  the  amount  due  the  contractor  for  such  work  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
original  contract ;  upon  the  amount  thus  certified  and  ascertained  to  be  due  to  the  contractor,  the 
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comptroller  shall  pay  seventy  per  cent.  ;  the  remaining  thirty  per  cent,  shall  be  reserved  until  the 
iinal  completion  of  the  contract. 

Sec.  17.  Whenever  any  payment  shall  become  due  upon  any  contract,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions thereof  or  in  accordance  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  it  sh^U  be  the  duty 
of  the  head  of  department  or  officer  aforesaid  having  such  work  m  charge  to  furnish  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  entitled  to  such  payments  a  certificate,  in  writing,  specifying  the  contract  upon 
v/Iiich  such  payment  is  due  and  the  amount  due  upon  such  contract. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller,  on  the  presentation  of  such  certificate  to  him,

Sec.  19.  Each  and  every  contractor  shall  be  required  to  give  an  affidavit  from  the  surveyor, 
setting  forth  the  amount  of  work  done,  of  every  description,  that  may  be  charged  in  each  bill  or 
assessment  list  of  said  contract,  and  said  affidavit  shall  be  attached  to  said  assessment  list.  The 
inspector  shall  also  furnish  an  affidavit  attached  to  each  contract  that  the  work  is  done  according 
to  the  plans  and  specifications,  said  affidavit  to  be  attached  to  each  assessment  list  before 
presented  for  confirmation. 

Sec.  20.  No  payment  shall  be  made  by  the  Comptroller  for  work  done  or  supplies  furnished 
except  upon  proper  vouchers  rendered  by  the  head  of  the  appropriate  department,  or  other  proper 
officer,  board  or  commission  for  whom  such  work  was  done  or  supplies  furnished.  Such  vouchers' 
shall  be  made  out  in  duplicate,  and  shall  contain  the  certificates  of  such  subordinate  officers  as  the 
head  of  the  depaitment  and  the  Comptroller  may  require,  and  be  of  such  form  and  purport  as  he 
shall  prescribe,  and  also  a  certificate  of  the  head  of  the  department.  One  of  the  duplicate 
vouchers  shall  be  retained  in  the  department  or  office  by  which  the  vouchers  are  rendered,  and  the 
other  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Department  of  Finance  for  payment.  A  receipt  for  the  amount 
paid  shall  be  taken  upon  the  voucher  sent  to  the  Department  of  Finance. 

Sec.  21.  All  old  and  waste  material  under  the  care  of  any  department  shall  be  sold  from  time 
to  time  as  it  may  be  deemed  best  for  the  public  interest  so  to  do,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  law,  the  sale  of  such  material  to  be  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the  head  of  the 
department  or  bureau  having  charge  of  such  material,  the  proceeds  therefor  to  be  collected  by 
said  head  of  department  or  bureau  and  transmitted  within  twenty -four  hours  to  the  Comptroller 
for  deposit  in  the  city  treasury,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided. 

Sec.  22.  All  ordinances  of  the  former  municipal  and  public  corporations  consolidated  into  the 
City  of  New  York  in  relation  to  regulating  contracts  for  work  and  supplies  and  receiving  proposals 
for  furnishing  the  same,  and  all  other  ordinances  mconsistent  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

Any  street  surface  railway  company  operating  cars  in  the  Borough  of  The  Bronx,  and 
controlling,  leasing  or  otherwise  allied  with  any  street  surface  railway  company  or  companies 
operating  its  or  their  cars  in  the  Boroujjh  of  Manhattan,  shall  charge  a  fare  not  exceeding  five  cents 
for  a  continuous  passage  to  or  from  the  terminus  thereof  in' either  direction. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  sections  one  and  two  of  this  ordi- 
nance, such  street  surface  railway  company  or\:ompanies  shall  connect  the  rails  of  the  railway  or 
railways  operated  by  them  in  such  manner  as  to  permit  cars  to  run  or  be  run  continuously  thereon 
in  either  direction,  and  shall  attach  or  trail  cars  of  the  respective  railway  or  railways  one  to  the 
other  at  the  junction  of  such  railway  or  railways  in   trains  not   exceeding  two  cars  in  length. 
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The  said  street  railway  companies  shall  do  such  further  acts  or  things  necessary  to  be  done  or 
performed  to  facilitate  public  travel  on  said  railways,  to  fully  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  to  the  full  extent  of  the  intent  and  meaning  thereof.

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Whereas,  The  Council  on  the  5th  day  of  December,  1899,  duly  adopted  a  resolution  author- 
izing th^  advertisement  of  said  proposed  ordinance,  with  the  modification  thereof,  made  by  the 
said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  in  the  City  Record  for  at  least  twenty  days,  and 
in  two  daily  newspapers  to  be  designated  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  ;  and 

Whereas,  On  said  5th  day  of  December,  1899,  said  resolution  was  duly  concurred  in  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  duly  approved  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  the  same  day  ;  and 

Whereas,  On  said  5th  day  of  December,  1899,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  duly  designated  in 
writing  the  two  newspapers  in  which  said  proposed  specific  grant  was  to  be  advertised,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  advertisement  in  the  City  Record,  namely,  in  the  **  New  York  Times  "  and  the 
"New  York  Journal  and  Advertiser*'  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  Committee  of  each  house  of  the  Municipal  Assembly,  on  the  6th 
day  of  December,  1899,  at  a  special  meeting  held  that  day,  amended  said  proposed  ordinance 
in  accordance  with  the  modification  adopted  by  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  and 
directed  the  City  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication  of  said  proposed  ordinance  as  so  amended,  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  directing  such  publication  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Council  has  made  a  report  to  its  house  on  the  12th 
day  of  December,  1899,  and  has  submitted  to  its  house  the  proposed  specific  grant,  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  modification  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council,  on  the  12th  day  of  December,  1899,  passed  resolutions  approving 
said  report  and  ratifying  the  action  of  said  Committee  in  making  the  amendments  therein  con- 
tained, and  approving  said  amendments  and  referring  said  report  back  to  said  Committee  ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  resolutions  of  approval,  ratification  and  reference  were  duly  and  on  the  12th 
day  of  December,  1899,  concurred  in  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  duly  approved  by  his 
Honor  the  Mayor  on  the  18th  day  of  December,  1899  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Clerk  duly  caused  said  proposed  specific  grant,  embodied  in  the  form  of 
an  ordinance,  with  all  of  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  the  provisions  as  to  rates,  fares  and 
charges,  to  be  published  at  least  twenty  days  in  the  City  Record  and  at  least  twice  in  two  daily 
newspapers  to  be  published  in  the  city  at  the  expense  of  the  proposed  grantee,  which  daily  news- 
papers, to  wit,  the  **  New  York  Times  "  and  the  **  New  York  Journal,"  were  duly  designated  in 
writing  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  The  City  of  New  York,  on  the  said  5th  day  of  December, 
1899  ;  and 

Whereas,  Thirty  days  have  intervened  since  the  introduction  of  said  proposed  ordinance  ;  and 

Whereas,  At  least  five  days  have  elapsed  after  the  abstract  of  the  provisions  of  said  proposed 
ordinance  have  been  published,  as  provided  in  section  29  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  ; 

Now,  therefore,  the  Committee  on  Railroads  of  the  Council  and  the  Board  of  Aldermen  do 
hereby  report  the  following  proposed  specific  grant,  embodied  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance,  and 
recommend  the  adoption  of  this  reix)rt  and  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  herein  contained  : 
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An  Ordinance  granting  to  the  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company  the  right  or  franchise  to  constnict 
and  operate  a  street  surface  railroad  in,  upon  and  along,  certain  streets,  avenues,  park- 
ways and  highways  in  The  City  of  New  York. 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows  : 

Whereas,  The  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company  has  duly  presented  to  the  Municipal  Assembly 
of  The  City  of  New  York,  by  presenting  and  filing  with  ea^h  house  thereof,  its  application,  in 
writing,  for  a  grant  of  the  franchise  or  right  to  use  the  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways 
in  The  City  of  New  York,  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  the  construction,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  a  double-track  street  surface  railroad  in  or  upon  the  surface  of  the  same  ;  and. 

Whereas,  The  said  Municipal  Assembly,  by  resolution  adopted  November  22,  1898,  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  the  5th  day  of  December,  1898,  gave  public  notice  of  such  application,  and  (hat 
at  the  Councilmanic  Chamber,  in  the  City  Hall  of  The  City  of  New  York,  on  the  22d  day  of 
December,  1898,  at  il  o*clork  in  the  forenoon,  such  application  of  said  Railway  Company  would 
be  first  considered  and  a  public  hearing  had  thereon,  which  notice  was  published  daily  for  at 
least  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  hearing,  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  viz. :  in  the  **  New  York  World  '*  and  in  the  "  New  York  Journal  and  Advertiser,"  which 
papers  were  first  designated,  in  writing,  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city  on  the  said  5th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, 1898 ;  and 

Whereas,  After  public  notice  given  as  aforesaid,  and  at  a  public  hearing  duly  held  in  pur 
suance  of  such  notice,  whereat  all  persons  so  desiring  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and 
were  heard,  such  application  was  first  considered  by  the  Railroad  Committees  of  both  houses  of 
said  Municipal  Assembly  ; 

Section  i.  The  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  ol  New  York  hereby  grants  to  the  Kings- 
bridge Railway  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  provisions  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  right 
aild  franchise  to  use  the  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  of  the  city,  and  to  con<4ruct, 
maintain  and  operate  a  double-track  street  surlace  railroad  in  and  upon  the  following  streets,  ave- 
nues, parkways  and  highways,  viz.  : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the  southerly  side  of  Nfanhattan  street  and  the  Boulevard, 
or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  and  running  thence  with  double  tracks  through, 
along  and  upon  said  Boulevard  or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  to  the  Kings- 
bridge  road  at  or  near  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-ninth  street,  including  that  portion  of  the  Boule- 
vard, or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  which  is  situated  between  One  Hundred  and 
Fifty-fifth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  street,  which  was  also  known  as  the  Boule- 
vard Lafayette,  and  connecting  with  the  proposed  tracks  on  the  Kingsbridge  road  and  Broadway. 

Also  commencing  at  the  junction  of  the  Kingsbridge  road  and  the  easterly  side  of  Amsterdam 
avenue  at  or  near  One  Hundred  and  Sixty-second  street  and  extending  thence  with  double  tracks 
through,  along  and  upon  the  Kingsbridge  road  to  its  intersection  with  Broadway  at  or  near  One 
Hundred  and  Sixty-ninth  street  and  extending  thence  with  double  tracks  through,  along  and 
upon  said  Broadway  upon  the  bridge  over  the  Harlem  Ship  canal  and  upon  the  proposed  bridge, 
when  constructed,  over  Spuyten  Duyvil  creek  to  the  northernmost  point  of  intersection  of  West 
Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  (formerly  known  as  Riverdale  avenue)  with  Broadway  ;  thence 
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westerly  from  the  junction  of  Broadway  with  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  (formerly  known 
as  Kiverdale, avenue),  through,  along  and  upon  West  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  (formerly 
known  as  Riverdale  avenue),  to  Riverdale  avenue  ;  thence  northerly  through,  along  and  upon 
Riverdale  avenue  to  the  northerly  boundary  line  of  The  City  of  New  York ;  together  with'  the 
necessary  connections,  switches,  sidings  and  turnouts  required  for  the  accommodation  and  opera- 
tion of  said  railway. 

Sec.  2.  The  grant  of  said  franchise  or  right  to' use  said  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  high- 
ways is  made  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : 

First — That  the  said  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to  construct  and  operate  its  said  railway 
shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  said  railway  company,  its  lessee  or  successors,  for  the  term  of  twenty- 
five  years,  with  a  privilege  of  a  renewal  of  said  grant  for  the  further  period  of  twenty-five  years 
upon  a  fair  revaluation  of  the  right,  such  revaluation  to  be  of  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to 
maintain  and  operate  said  railroad  by  itself,  and  not  to  include  any  value  derived  from  the  owner- 
ship, control  or  operation  of  any  other  railroad,  line  or  tracks  by  the  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns  ;  provided,  however,  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  value  of  the  property 
bounded  on  such  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  shall  be  first  obtained,  or,  in  lieu  there- 
of, the  favorable  determination  of  three  commisbioners,  approved  by  the  Appellate  Division  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  that  such  railroad  should  be  constructed  and  operated. 

Second — Upon  the  termination  of  the  said  franchise  or  right,  whether  original  or  renewed, 
there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  grantee  in  the  streets,  avenues, 
parkways  and  highways  aforesaid  with  its  appurtenances,  and  the  said  plant  and  property  shall 
be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  on  the  termination  of  the  grant  on  paying  the  cjantee 
such  valuation.  Such  payment  shall  be  at  a  fair  valuation  of  the  said  plant  and  property  as 
property,  excluding  any  value  derived  from  the  franchise. 

Third — The  mode  of  determining  the  valuations  and  revaluations  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  as  follows  :  One  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment ;  one  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by  the  railway  company  ;  these  two  shall 
choose  a  third  disinterested  freeholder  ;  the  three  so  chosen  shall  act  as  appraisers,  and  shall 
make  the  valuations  and  revaluations  aforesaid.  Such  appraisers  shall  be  chosen  at  least  sixty 
days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  grant,  or  of  the  renewal  thereof,  and  their  report  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Comptroller  of  the  City  not  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter.  They  shall  act  as  ap- 
praisers, and  not  as  arbitrators  ;  they  may  base  their  judgment  upon  their  own  experience  and 
upon  such  information  as  they  may  obtain  by  inquiries  and  investigation  without  the  presence  of 
either  party  ;  they  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  the  books  of  the  railway  company.  The 
valuations  so  ascertained,  fixed  and  determined  shall  be  conclusive  upon  both  parties. 

Fourth — The  said  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company  shall,  for  and  during  the  first  five  years 
after  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any  portion  of  its  railroad,  annually,  on  November  ist> 
pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  City,  (o  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund  thereof,  three  per  cent,  of  its 
gross  receipts  for  and  during  the  year  ending  September  30  next  preceding ;  and  after  the  expira- 
tion of  such  five  years  make  a  like  annual  payment  into  the  treasury  of  the  City,  to  the  credit  of 
the  same  fund,  of  five  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts,  as  required  by  section  95  of  the  Railroad  Lhw. 
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The  Board  of  Estimftte  and  Apportionment  having,  among  other  things,  made  inquiry  and 
determined  said^above-mentioned  percentage  to  be  inadequate,  and  on  December  5,  1899,  fixed 
and  adopted  as  the  money  value  of  said  privileges  or  franchises  as  follows  : 

Four  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  first  five  years  of  operation  ; 

Six  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  second  five  years  of  operation  ; 

Eight  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  third  five  years  of  operation  ;  and 

Ten  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  remaining  years  of  operation. 

The  said  Kingsbridge  Railway  Company,  in  addition  to  the  percentages  first  herein  set  forth. 
'  as  required  to  be  paid  by  the  Railroad  Law,  after  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any  portion 
of  its  railroad,  shall  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  City,  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  percent- 
ages of  its  gross  receipts  as  follows  : 

For  and'during  the  first  five  years,  one  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 
For  and  during  the  second  five  years,  one  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 
For  and  during  the  third  five  years,  three  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts,  and  thereafter  five 
per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 

That  but  one  fare  shall  be  exacted  for  passage  over  the  railroad  constructed  under  this  grant 
and  over  the  lines  of  any  railroad  system  oi)erated  in  connection  therewith,  and  that  the  gross 
receipts  from  joint  business  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  that  the  length  of  said  railroad 
operated  hereunder  shall  bear  to  the  entire  length  of  the  railroad  system  which  shall  be  operated 
in  connection  therewith,  and  of  the  railroad  to  be  constructed  thereunder. 

Fifth — The  said  railroad  may  be  operated  by  underground  electrical  power  substantially 
similar  to  the  system  of  underground  electrical  traction  now  in  use  on  the  railroads  in  Second, 
Sixth,  Eighth,  Lenox  and  Madison  avenues  in  this  city,  and  by  any  other  motive  power,  except 
locomotive  steam  power  and  overhead  electrical  power,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  which 
may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  consented  to  by  the  owners  of 
property,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law.  Provided,  however,  that  the 
portion  of  said  railway  which  lies  between  the  south  side  of  the  bridge  over  the  Ship  canal  and 
the  city  line,  upon  Kingsbridge  road  (now  known  as  Broadway),  Two  Hundred  and  Thirtieth 
Street  and  Riverdale  avenue,  may  be  operated  by  the  overhead  trolley  electric  system  apon 
double  tracks,  or  upon  single  tracks  with  turnouts,  only  until  the  grade  of  said  streets,  now 
undetermined,  shall  have  been  finally  determined  and  the  roadbeds  thereof  shall  have  been  regn- 
lated,  graded  and  paved  according  to  such  determination  ;  the  reconstruction  of  said  railroad  to 
be  simultaneous  with  such  grading  and  paving,  which  reconstructed  system  shall  conform  to  the 
system  in  operation  south  of  the  said  Ship  canal. 

Sixth— The  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  subject  to  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  Lighting  and 
Supplies  of  The  City  of  New  York,  in  all  matters  with  respect  to  which  said  Commissioners  are 
respectively  vested  with  the  power  of  regulation  and  control  by  the  Charter  of  said  city. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  conditions,  namely  : 

First — The  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  in  the  latest  improved  manner  of

street  railway  construction,  and  the  railroad  and  property  of  said  company  shall  be  maintained  in 
good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of  this  grant. 

Second — The  rate  of  fare  for  any  passenger  upon  said  raihroad  shall  be  6ve  cents,  and  said 
company  shall  not  charge  any  passenger  more  than  said  sum  for  one  continuous  ride  from  any 
point  on  its  road,  or  on  any  road,  line  or  branch  operated  by  it  or  under  its  control,  to  any  point 
thereon  or  any  connecting  branch  thereof  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  New  York.  The  cars 
on  said  railroad  shall  be  run  as  often  as  the  public  convenience  may  require. 

Third — The  said  railway  company  shall  apply  to  each  car  a  proper  fender  and  wheel-guard 
conformably  to  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted  or  adopted  by  the  State  or 
City  authorities. 

Fourth — All  cars  of  said  railway  company  shall  be  heated  during  cold  weather  conformably 
to  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  are  now  in  force  or  may  hereafter  be  enacted  or  adopted  by  the 
State  or  City  authorities,  and  each  car  shall  be  well  lighted,  either  by  the  Fintsch  gas  sy9tem  or 
by  electricity,  or  by  some  system  of  lighting  equally  efficient. 

Fifth — In  case  of  any  violation  or  breach  of  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  this  grant  may  be  forfeited  by  suit  brought  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  on  notice  of 
ten  days  to  the  said  railway  company. 

Sec.  4.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  and  expressed  condition  that  the  provisions  of 
article  IV.  of  the  Railroad  Law,  applicable  thereto  be  complied  with. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  company  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  street  between  its  tracks,  and  for  a  dis- 
tance of  two  feet  beyond  the  rails  upon  either  side  thereof,  free  and  clear  from  ice  and  snow. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  railway  company,  so  long  as  it  shall  continue  to  use  any  of  its  tracks  upon 
said  streets,  avenues  or  public  places,  shall  have  and  keep  in  permanent  repair  that  portion  of 
such  streets,  avenues  and  public  places  between  its  tracks,  the  rails  of  its  tracks  and  two  feet  in 
width  outside  of  its  tracks,  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever 
required  by  them  to  do  so,  in  such  manner  a&  they  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  7.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  condition  that  if  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a 
railway  on  the  Boulevard,  now  known  as  Broadway,  between  Manhattan  street  and  One  Hundred 
and  Sixty-ninth  street,  shall  also  be  acquired  by  any  other  railway  company  under  a  grant  for 
which  application  was  pending  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1898,  such  other  company  shall  have 
an  equal  right  in  and  to  the  railway  tracks  constructed  thereon  and  to  the  structure  appurtenant 
to  the  tracks  upon  paying  one-half  of  the  cost  of  construction  ;  the  said  companies  to  adjust  and 
arrange  their  respective  rights  and  interests  in  said  property  and  the  ownership  thereof  as  they 
may  deem  most  beneficial  to  their  interests  and  convenient  for  the  operation  of  their  respective 
railways,  it  being  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  provision  to  restrict  the  number  of  tracks  on  said 
portion  of  the  Boulevard  now  known  as  Broadway  to  two,  allowing,  however,  to  each  company 
its  separate  slot  and  conduit  construction,  with  necessary  switches  and  connections. 

Sec.  8.  This  grant  shall  not  become  operative  unless  within  ten  days  after  the  passage  thereof 
the  said  railway  company  shall  duly  execute  under  its  corporate  seal  an  instrument  in  writing, 
wherein  said  company  shall  promise,  covenant  and  agree  on  its  part  and  behalf  to  pay  the  com- 
pensation, and  to  conform  to,  abide  by  and  perform  all  the  conditions  and  requirements  in  this 
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ordinance  fixed  and  contained,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City  of 
New  York. 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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Whereas,  At  a  public  meeting  duly  held  at  the  Councilmanic  Chamber  in  the  City  Hajl,  in 
The  City  of  New  York,  on  the  22d  day  of  December,  1898,  in  pursuance  of  such  notice  when  and 
where  all  persons  so  desiring  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  and  were  heard,  such  appli- 
cation was  first  duly  considered  by  the  Railroad  Committee  of  each  house  of  said  Municipal 
Assembly  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Council  has  made  a  report  to  its  house  in  favor  of 
the  granting  such  application,  and  has  submitted  to  its  house  the  proposed  specific  grant  embodied 
in  the  form  of  an  ordinance  to  be  adopted  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  proposed  ordinance  was  introduced  and  had  its  first  reading  in  the  Council  on 
the  25th  day  of  July,  1899,  when  and  where  it  was  read  section  by  section  and  was  made  the 
subject  of  amendment  and  debate  ;  and 

Whereas,  Upon  the  completion  of  its  said  first  reading  in  the  Council  on  the  25th  day  of 
July,  1899,  said  proposed  ordinance,  with  all  documents  and  papers  relating  thereto,  was  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Aldermen  for  its  action  thereon  in  like  manner ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  proposed  ordinance  had  its  introduction  and  first  reading  in  the  Board  oi 
Aldermen  and  was  made  the  subject  of  amendment  and  debate  therein  on  the  25th  day  of  July, 
1899 ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  proposed  ordinance,  on  its  introduction  and  first  reading,  to  wit,  on  the  25th 
day  of  July,  1899,  was  referred  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  to  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Appor- 
tionment to  make  inquiry  as  to  the  money  value  of  the  franchise  or  privilege  proposed  to  be 
granted  and  the  adequacy  of  the  compensation  proposed  to  be  paid  therefor  ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  duly  made  inquiry  as  to  the  money 
value  of  the  franchise  or  privilege  proposed  to  be  granted  and  the  adequacy  of  the  compensation 
proposed  to  be  paid  therefor,  and  returned  to  both  Houses  of  the  said  Municipal  Assembly  upon 
the  5th  day  of  December,  1899,  said  proposed  ordinance  with  a  certain  modification  thereof, 
fixing  the  compensation  to  be  paid  by  said  Railway  Company  for  the  franchise  or  privilege  pro- 
posed to  be  granted,  and  the  adequacy  of  the  compensation  proposed  to  be  paid  therefor,  such 
modification -having  been  made  by  said 'Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  by  resolution 
entered  on  its  minutes  or  record  ;  and 

Whereas,  Each  House  of  said  Municipal  Assembly  referred  said  proposed  ordinance,  with  the 
modification  thereof,  as  returned  by  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  to  its  Railroad 
Committee  on  the  5th  day  of  December,  1899  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council,  on  the  5th  day  of  December,  1899,  duly  adopted  a  resolution  author- 
izing the  advertisement  of  said  proposed  ordinance,  with  the  modification  thereof  made  by  the 
said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  in  the  City  Record  for  at  least  twenty  days  and  in 
two  daily  newspapers,  to  be  designated  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  ;  and 

Whereas,  On  said  5th  day  of  December,  1899,  said  resolution  was  duly  concurred  in  by  the 
Board  of  Aldermen  and  duly  approved  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  on  the  same  day  ;  and 

Whereas,  On  said  fifth  day  of  December,  1899,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  duly  designated  in 
writing  the  two  newspapers  in  which  said  proposed  specific  grant  was  to  be  advertised,  in  addi- 
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tion  to  the  advertisement  in  the  City  Record,  namely,  in  the  **  New  York  Times"  and  in  the 
**  New  York  Journal  and  Advertiser  '*  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  Committee  of  each  House  of  the  Municipal  Assembly,  on  the  6th  day 
of  December,  1899,  at  a  special  meeting  held  on  that  day,  amended  said  proposed  ordinance  in 
accordance  with  the  modification  adopted  by  said  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment^  and 
directed  the  City  Clerk  to  cause  the  publication  of  said  proposed  ordinance  as  so  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the  Municipal  Assembly  directing  said  publication  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Railroad  Committee  of  the  Council  has  made  a  report  to  its  House  on  the  12th 
day  of  December,  1899,  and  has  submitted  to  its  House  the  proposed  specific  grant  amended  in 
accordance  with  the  modification  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment ;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council,  on  the  12th  day  of  December,  1899,  passed  resolutions  approving 
said  report  and  ratifying  the  action  of  said  Committee  in  making  the  amendments  therein  con- 
tained, and  approving  said  amendments  and  referring  said  report  back  to  said  Committee  ;  and 

Whereas,  Said  resolutions  of  approval,  ratification  and  reference  were  duly  and  on  the  12th 
day  of  December,  1S99,  concurred  in  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  duly  approved  by  his  Honor 
the  Mayor  on  the  i8th  day  of  December,  1899  ;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Clerk  duly  caused  said  proposed  specific  grant,  embodied  in  the  form  of 
an  ordinance,  with  all  of  the  terms  and  conditions,  including  the  provisions  as  to  rates,  fares  and 
charges,  to  be  published  at  least  twenty  days  in  the  City  Record,  and  at  least  twice  in  two 
daily  newspapers,  to  be  published  in  the  city  at  the  expense  of  the  proposed  grantee,  which  daily 
newspapers,  to  wit,  the  **  New  York  Times  "  and  the  •*  New  York  Journal,"  were  duly  designated 
in  writing  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor  of  The  City  of  New  York,  on  said  5th  day  of  December, 
1899  ;  and 

Whereas,  Thirty  days  have  intervened  since  the  introduction  of  said  proposed  ordinance  ;  and 

Whereas,  At  least  five  days  have  elapsed  after  the  abstract  of  the  provisions  of  said  proposed 
ordinance  have  been  published,  as  provided  in  section  29  of  the  Greater  New  York  Charter  ;  now. 

Therefore,  The  Committees  on  Railroad  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  do  hereby 
report  the  following  proposed  specific  grant,  embodied  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance,  and  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  this  report  and  the  passage  of  the  ordinance  herein  contained  : 

An  Ordinance  granting  to  the  Fort  George  and  Eleventh  Avenue  Railroad  Company  the  right 
or  franchise  to  construct  and  operate  a  street  surface  railroad  in,  upon  and  along  certain 
streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  in  The  City  of  New  York. 
Be  it  Ordained  by  the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York,  as  follows  : 
Whereas,  The  Fort  George  and  Eleventh  Avenue  Railroad  Company  has  duly  presented  to 
the  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York,  by  presenting  and  filing  with  each  house 
thereof,  its  application,  in  writing,  for  a  grant  of  the  franchise  or  right  to  use  the  streets,  avenues, 
parkways  and  highways  in  The  City  of  New  York,  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  for  the  construc- 
tion, maintenance  and  operation  of  a  double-track  street  surface  railroad  in  or  upon  the  surface 
of  the  same  ;  and 
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Whereas,  The  said  Municipal  Assembly,  by  resolution  adopted  November  22, 189S,  approved 
by  the  Mayor  on  the  5th  day  of  December,  1898,  gave  public  notice  of  such  application,  and  that 
at  the  Councilmanic  Chamber,  in  the  City  Hall  of  The  City  of  New  York,  on  the  22d  day  ot 
December,  1898,  at  li  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  such  application  of  s^id  railroad  company  would 
be  first  considered  and  a  public  hearing  had  thereon,  which  notice  was  published  daily  for  at 
least  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  hearing,  in  two  daily  newspapers  published  in  The  City  of  New 
York,  viz.,  in  the  "New  York  World"  and  in  the  ''New  York  Journal  and  Advertiser,"  which 
papers  were  first  designatec),  in  writing,  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city,  on  the  said  5th  day  of 
December,  1898 ;  and 

Whereas,  After  public  notice  given  as  aforesaid  and  at  a  public  hearing  duly  held  in  pursuance 
of  such  notice,  whereat  all  persons  so  desiring  were  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  and  were 
heard,  such  application  was  first  considered  by  the  Railroad  Committees  of  both  houses  of  said 
Municipal  Assembly  : 

Section  I.  The  Municipal  Assembly  of  The  City  of  New  York  hereby  grants  to  the  Fort 
George  and  Eleventh  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  provisions  herein- 
after set  forth,  the  right  and  franchise  to  use  the  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  of  the 
said  city,  and  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a  double-track  street  surface  railroad  intend  upon 
the  following  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways,  viz.  : 

Commencing  at  the  intersection  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirtieth  street  and  the  Boulevard,  or 
Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  and  connecting  there  with  the  railroad  of  the  Metro- 
politan Street  Railway  Company  at  present  constructed  on  the  Boulevard ;  running  thence 
northerly  along  said  Boulevard,  or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  to  the  intersection 
of  One  Hundred  and  Seventy-fifth  street  and  Eleventh  avenue,  including  that  portion  of  the 
Boulevard  or  Eleventh  avenue,  now  known  as  Broadway,  which  is  situated  between  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fifty-fifth  street  and  One  Hundred  and  Fifty-seventh  street,  which  was  also  known  as 
the  Boulevard  Lafayette  ;  and  also  from  the  junction  of  said  Boulevard,  or  Eleventh  avenue, 
now  known  as  Broadway,  with  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street :  running  thence  easterly 
through,  upon  and  along  One  Hundred  and  Forty-fifth  street  to  the  Harlem  river ;  all  in  the 
Borough  of  Manhattan,  City  of  New  York,  together  with  the  necessary  connections,  switches, 
sidings  and  turnouts  required  for  the  accommodation  and  operation  of  said  railroad. 

Sec.  2.  The  grant  of  said  franchise  or  right  to  use  said  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and 
highways,  is  made  subject  to  the  following  conditions  : 

First — That  the  said  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to  construct  and  operate  its  said  railway 
shall  be  held  and  enjoyed  by  said  railroad  company,  its  lessee  or  successors,  for  the  term  of 
twenty-five  years  with  the  privilege  of  a  renewal  of  said  grant  for  the  further  period  of  twenty- 
five  years  upon  a  fair  revaluation  of  the  right,  such  revaluation  to  be  of  the  right,  privilege  and 
franchise  to  maintain  and  operate  said  railroad  by  itself,  and  not  to  include  any  value  derived 
from  the  ownership,  control  or  operation  of  any  other  railroad,  line  or  tracks  by  the  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns;  provided,  however,  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  one-hali  in  value  of 
the  property  bounded  on  such  streets,  avenues,  parkways  and  highways  shall  be  first  obtained,  or  in 
lieu  thereof  the  iavorable  determination  of  three  Commissioners,  approved  by  the  Appellate 
Division  of  the  Supreme  Court,  that  such  railroad  should  be  constructed  and  operated. 
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Second — Upon  the  termination  of  the  said  franchise  or  right,  whether  original  or  renewed, 
there  shall  be  a  fair  valuation  of  the  plant  and  property  of  the  grantee  in  the  streets,  avenues, 
parkways  and  highways  aforesaid,  with  its  appurtenances,  and  the  said  plant  and  property  »hall 
be  and  become  the  property  of  the  City  on  the  termination  of  the  grant  on  paying  the  grantee  such 
valuation.  Such  payment  shall  be  at  a  fair  valuation  of  the  said  plant  and  property  as  property, 
excluding  any  value  derived  from  the  franchise. 

Third — The  TOode  ol  determining  the  valuations  and  revaluations  herein  provided  for  shall 
be  as  follows  :  One  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Estimate  end  Appor- 
tionment ;  one  disinterested  freeholder  shall  be  chosen  by  the  railroad  company  ;  these  two  shall 
choose  a  third  disinterested  freeholder  ;  the  three  so  chosen  shall  act  as  appraisers  and  shall  make 
the  valuations'and  revaluations  aforesaid.  Such  appraisers  shall  be  chosen  at  least  sixty  days  prior 
to  the  expirations  of  the  grant,  or  of  the  renewal  thereof,  and  their  report  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Comptroller  of  the  City  not  more  than  thirty  days  thereafter.  They  shall  act  as  appraisers  and 
not  as  arbitrators ;  they  may  base  their  judgment  upon  their  own  experience  and  upon  such  infor- 
mation as  they  may  obtain  by  inquiries  and  investigation  without  the  presence  of  either  party ; 
they  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  the  books  of  the  railroad  company.  The  valuations  so  ascer- 
tained, fixed  and  determined,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  both  parties. 

Fourth — The  said  Fort  George  and  Eleventh  Avenue  Railroad  Company  shall,  for  and  during 
the  first  five  years  after  the  commencement  of  the  operation  of  any  portion  of  its  railroad,  annually, 
on  November  I,  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  City,  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Fund  thereof, 
three  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts  for  and  during  the  year  ending  September  30  next  preceding  ; 
and  after  the  expiration  of  such  five  years  make  a  like  annual  payment  into  the  treasury  of  the 
City,  to  the  credit  ot  the  same  fund,  of  five  per  cent,  of  its  gross  receipts,  as  required  by  section  95 
of  the  Railroad  Law. 

The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  having,  among  other  things,  made  inquiry  and 
determined  said  above-mentioned  percentage  to  be  inadequate,  and;  on  December  5,  1899,  fixed 
and  adopted  as  the  money  value  of  said  privileges  or  franchises,  as  follows  : 

Four  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  first  five  years  of  operation  ; 

Six  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  second  five  years  of  operation  ; 

Eight  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  tliird  five  years  of  operation,  and 

Ten  per  centum  of  the  gross  receipts  during  the  remaining  years  of  operation. 

The  said  Fort  George  and  Eleventh  Avenue  Railroad  Company,  in  addition  to  the  percentages 
first  herein  set  forth,  as  required  to  be  paid  by  the  Railroad  Law,  after  commencement  of  the 
operation  of  any  portion  of  its  railroad,  shall  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  City,  to  the  credit  of 
the  Sinking  Fund,  percentages  of  its  gross  receipts  as  lollows  : 

For  and  during  the  first  five  years,  one  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 

For  and  during  the  second  five  years,  one  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 

For  and  during  the  third  five  years,  three  per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts,  and  thereafter  five 
per  cent,  of  such  gross  receipts. 

That  but  one  fare  shall  be  exacted  for  passage  over  the  railroad  constructed  under  this  grant 
and  over  the  lines  of  any  railroad  system  operated  in  connection  therewith,  and  that  the  gross

receipts  from  joint  business  shall  be  divided  in  the  proportion  that  the  length  of  said  railroad 
operated  hereunder  shall  bear  to  the  entire  length  of  the  railroad  system  which  shall  be  operated 
in  connection  therewith,  and  of  the  railroad  to  be  constructed  hereunder. 

Fifth — The  said  railroad  may  be  operated  by  underground  electrical  power  substantially 
similar  to  the  system  of  underground  electrical  traction  now  in  use  on  the  railroads  in  Second, 
Sixth,  Eighth,  Lenox  and  Madison  avenues  in  this  city,  and  by  any  other  motive  power  except 
locomotive  steam  power,  which  may  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and 
consented  to  by  the  owners  of  property,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Railroad  Law. 

Sixtli— The  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  subject  to  the  supervision  and 
control  of  the  Commissioner  of  Highways  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Buildings,  Lighting 
and  Supplies,  of  The  City  pf  New  York,  in  all  matters  with  respect  to  which  said  Commissioners 
are  respectively  invested  with  the  power  of  regulation  and  control  by  the  Charter  of  said  city. 

Sec.   3.   The  said  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  conditions,  namely  : 

First — The  said  railroad  shall  be  constructed  and  operated  in  the  latest  imptoved  manner  of 
street  railway  construction,  and  the  railroad  and  property  of  said  company  shall  be  maintained 
in  good  condition  throughout  the  full  term  of  this  grant. 

Second — The  rate  of  fare  for  any  passenger  upon  said  railroad  shall  be  five  cents  ;  and  said 
company  shall  not  charge  any  passenger  more  than  said  sum  for  one  continuous  ride  from  any 
point  on  its  road  or  any  road,  line  or  branch  operated  by  it  or  under  its  control,  to  any  point 
thereon  or  any  connecting  branch  thereof  within  the  limits  of  The  City  of  New  York.  The  cars 
on  said  railroad  shall  be  run  as  often  as  the  public  convenience  may  require. 

Third — The  said  railroad  company  shall  apply  to  each  car  a  proper  fender  and  wheel-guard 
conformably  to  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  may  hereafter  be  enacted  or  adopted  by  the  State  or 
City  authorities. 

Fourth — All  cars  of  said  railroad  company  shall  be  heated  during  cold  weather  conformably 
to  such  laws  and  ordinances  as  are  now  in  force  or  may  hereafter  be  .enacted  or  adopted  by  the 
State  or  City  authorities,  and  each  car  shall  be  well  lighted  either  by  the  Pintsch  gas  system  or  by 
electricity,  or  by  some  system  of  lighting  equally  efficient. 

Fifth — In  case  of  any  violation  or  breach  of  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  this  grant  may  be  forfeited  by  suit  brought  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  on  notice 
of  ten  days  to  the  said  railroad  company. 

Sec.  4.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  and  expressed  condition  that  the  provisions  of 
article  IV.  of  the  Kailroad  Law  applicable  thereto  be  complied  with. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  company  shall  at  all  times  keep  the  street  between  its  tracks  and  for  a  dis- 
tance of  two  feet  beyond  the  rails  upon  either  side  thereof  free  and  clear  from  ice  and  snow. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  railroad  company,  so  long  as  it  shall  continue  to  use  any  of  its  tracks  upon 
said  streets,  avenues  or  public  places,  shall  have  and  keep  in  permanent  repair  that  portion  of 
such  streets,  avenues  and  public  places  between  its  tracks,  the  rails  of  its  tracks  and  two  feet  in 
width  outside  of  its  tracks,  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  local  authorities,  and  whenever 
required  by  them  to  do  so,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  may  prescribe. 
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Sec.  7.  This  grant  is  also  upon  the  further  condition  that  if  the  right  to  construct  and  operate 
a  railway  on  the  Boulevard  now  known  as  Broadway,  between  Manhattan  street  and  One  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-ninth  street,  shall  also  be  acquired  by  any  other  railroad  company  under  a  grant 
for  which  application  was  pending  on  the  22d  day  of  November,  1898,  such  other  company  shall 
have  an  equal  right  in  and  to  th6  railway  tracks  constructed  thereon  and  to  the  structure  appurte- 
nant to  the  tracks,  upon  paying  one-half  of  the  cost  of  construction  ;  the  said  companies  to  adjust 
and  arrange  their  respective  rights  and  interests  in  said  property  and  the  ownership  thereof  'as 
they  may  deem  most  beneficial  to  their  interests  and  convenient  for  the  operation  of  their  respec- 
tive railroads,  it  being  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  provision  to  restrict  the  number  of  track?  on 
said  portion  of  the  Boulevard  now  known  as  Broadway  to  two,  allowing,  however,  to  each  com- 
pany its  separate  slot  and  conduit  construction  with  necessary  switches  and  connectioas. 

Sec.  8.  This  grant  shall  not  become  operative  unless,  within  ten  days  after  the  passage! 
thereof,  the  said  railroad  company  shall  duly  execute  under  its  corporate  seal  an  instrument  in 
writing,  wherein  said  company  shall  promise,  covenant  and  agree  on  its  part  and  behalf  to  pay 
the  compensation  and  to  conform  to,  abide  by  and  perform  all  the  conditions  and  requirements  in 
this  ordinance  fixed  and  contained,  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  Comptroller  of  The  City 
of  New  York. 

Sec.  9.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately.

My  Dear  Sir — Having  observed  during  the  past  week  that  the  Municipal  Assembly  is 
determined  to  compel  the  Manhattan  Elevated  Railroad  to  give  the  people  better  service,  safety 
and  accommodation  and  stop  further  abuse  of  the  privileges  previously  granted  them,  I  avail 
myself  of  this  opportunity  and  forward  for  your  most  earnest  consideration  the  following  recom- 
mendation recently  submitted  by  a  Coroner^s  jury  after  hearing  the  evidence  in  an  inquisition  into 
the  cause  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Mathieson,  killed  on  the  station  situated  at  Eighth  street  and  First 
avenue  : 

**  We,  the  jury,  recommend  that  the  Manhattan  Elevated  Railroad  be  compelled  to  abolish 
the  turn-stiles  and  reestablish  the  employment  of  a  ticket-chopper  on  each  station.*' 

The  evidience  adduced  at  this  inquest  and  which  prompted  the  afore^uoted  recommendation 
caused  the  jury  to  believe  that  if  a  ticket-chopper  had  been  stationed  at  the  scene  of  the  accident, 
the  death  of  this  woman  could  have  been  averted.  The  deceased  was  about  leaving  the  car  when 
her  shawl  was  caught  in  the  gate  which  the  guard  had  slammed  with  unnecessary  haste,  and  then 
entered  the  car.     She  was  dragged  along  the  station  some  hundred  feet  and  was  then  dropped 
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upon  the  track,  and  had  it  not  been  for  her  daughter,  who  was  with  her,  the  train  following  the 
one  she  had  been  riding  on  would  have  passed  over  her  prostrate  form.  It  was  only  after  a  great 
effort  that  the  daughter  induced  the  employee  selling  tickets  to  put  away  his  money  and  venture  on 
the  platform  to  signal  the  approaching  train,  which  we  learned  at  the  time  stopped  only  within 
four  feet  of  the  woman.  Had  there  been  a  ticket-chopper  at  this  station,  he  could  in  some 
manner  have  attracted  the  attention  of  the  guard  or  engineer  and  thereby  have  prevented  the 
injuries  that  caused  this  lamentable  death. 

I  am  in  full  sympathy  with  the  recommendation  of  the  jury,  and  feel  some  decisive  steps 
should  be  taken  to  compel  the  corporation  to  have  some  person  in  charge  of  each  platform  and  to 
guard  against  accidents  of  a  similar  character.  The  substitution  of  the  turnstiles  and  the  discon- 
tinuation of  the  service  of  the  ticket-chopper  has  removed  from  the  station  what  I  believe  to  be  a 
public  need.  Unless  the  corporation  is  compelled  through  the  enactment  of  some  ordinance  by 
your  Honorable  Body  to  employ  a  person  as  a  guard  on  each  station,  I  fear  that  accidents  that 
will  ultimately  result  in  the  loss  of  lives  will  be  rather  numerous. 

Under  present  conditions  there  is  no  person  on  the  platforms  to  protect  respectable  citizens 
from  abuse  or  possibly  assault  from  some  unruly  person,  no  one  to  aid  a  person  under  the  influence 
of  intemperate  drink  or  suddenly  taken  with  illness,  who  might  suddenly  collapse  and  fall  on  the 
track  helpless. 

The  turnstile  is  also  an  obstruction  and  blocks  a  passageway  which  at  some  time  may  be 
needed  for  the  patrons  as  an  exit  during  a  fire,  riot,  etc. 

This  question  has  been  carefully  considered  by  the  organized  labor  forces  in  this  city,  who,  at 
a  meeting  held  recently,  indorsed  my  action  when  I  brought  this  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
j  ury,  and  who  fully  agree  with  me  in  my  views  on  this  subject. 

I  sincerely  trust  and  hope  that  the  Council  will,  without  delay,  take  under  advisement  the 

recommendation  of  the  jury  herein  annexed.
